And therefoze 
when to be b2iefe it is herein eniopned, itis alwayes thereby 
tobe intended,that a man with onely neceſſarie ſpeeches map 
be permitted to deliuer his meaning, neither ts it without the 
limitsof beuitie, when aptly and at full the ſame ſhall bee in 
this ſozte repozted, 

And fo2 the better declaration, how farre the conceipt here» 
ofmay be induced onely in waiting of letters, J will firſt li- 
mit what may be accompted neceſſary therein,and afterwards 
endeuour to lay down,how contrarie thereunto, men (aſwell 
inthe vſe as inneglecting thereof) haue heretofoze erred.

The reputation of each partie,is meaſured accozding to his 
dignitie 02 wozthines,wherbyhe beareth reckoning and place 
befoze vs, The condition, by the age o2 manner of lining, 
wherein reſteth epther grauitie o2 youthfulnes « The humoz, 
by the diſpoſition, as whether deſirons to bee reverenced, 
fawned on, 02 with plapne tearmes bled, By this reaſon the 
£ethode o2 ſtile ofour letters falleth out diuerſly to be conſt» 
dered: in one ſozte we frame them to olde men , in another to 
ponne met , one way to ſadd and graue perſons, anotherto 
light and young fellowes:one platfozme to courtiers, another 
to Philoſophers, To great and notable perſonages, with a 
ditetie ſp:ctall,app2op2iace to their calling: To our betters, 
alwayes with ſubmiſſion : To our inferiours , benignly any 
fanourablie : Zo our friends, lotinglp ; To our enenemtes, 
Garpely and nipping'y. Thus farre as touching the perſon,

Anthis popt it ſeemeth that the matter of cuery waiting 
Nonld ſtill be meaſured accozding to the wiiters apparauce,

the intendment bee ſound, lawfull, and to no enill purpoſes, 
chat it contain not baſc filrhie 02 ſcurrile matter, vabeſeeming 
a direction ſo wozthy.

And becaule J haue taken vpon me ſome diſtinguiſhments 
of wiiting, wherein I ſpecially fand vpon choyce and mecce

Egregious DoRors,and maſters of the eximious and Ar- 
chane Science of Phiſick, of your Vrbanitie cxaſperate not 
you ſclues againſt me,for making ofthis little yolume of Phi- 
fick. Confidering that my pretence is for anvtilitie and a 
common wealth. And this not onely,but alſo I doo it for no 
detriment, but for apreferment of your lawdable ſcience,that 
eucrie man ſhould eſteeme, repute and regard the exce)lent 
facultic. Andalſoyou to bee extolled and ghly preferred, 
that hath and dooth ſtudie , prattiſe and labour this ſaid Ar- 
chane ſcience,to the which none inartious perſons, can,nor 
thall attayne to the knowledge : yer notwithſtanding fooles 
and inſipient perſons, yea and many the which doeth thinke 
themſclues wile (the which in this facultie be fooles in deed) 
willenterpriſe'to ſmatrer, &c.

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fo2 as appeareth by the courſe of all his Epiſtle ſollowing,his 
wittes wereſopeſtered with an angry miſlike of the bad ve» 
meanour ofſome vnlearnedvſersof his ſcience(asbe thought 
with himlelfe) that every botcher ſhould not bee able co vente 
Lim,bnt he ſhould bee a man of ſome reach at icaſt that ſhould 
finde him, Neuertheleſſe how wiſe ſo ener ſfoode his imagi- 
nations: this one thing doo JN knowe, that diuers to whome 
I haueſhewedthe booke haue verp heartily laughed in peru- 
ling the partesof his wziting, Foz theſe egregious, eximious, 
vrbanitic,andexalperate, although the wozds be inſome ſozt 
follerable,yet becauſe anp of them are amongſt vs berp rarely 
bled, and inthis wiiting two of chem eſpecially very bupzo« 
perly placed,the manner thereofſoundeth in mp opinion no- 


thing pleaſant, In ſo much as exaſperate is pzopperlp co ſet yrbanitic 
him in a farcher ragezthat is already furiouſly bent ina thing, andexaipe- 
and beſides, by the actſon of another man then himlſelfe, who '2t< v»pro- 
as it were ofa reſolute will and meaning,would goe aboutto 2 Pi 


p2ocure it,ſo that it may be well ſaide , he did cxaſperate his 
furies the more, by inducing ſuch a ſpeach, or ſuch anate: 
but it cannot be ſo pzoperly deliuered to ſap , exaſperate not 
your ſelfe for ſuch 2 thing, eſpecially when Jam not therwith 
ſomuch as in anp niflike already, which no man can at any 
time be, without bee firſk know an occaſion, pour Vrbavitie 
likewiſe being dertued ofthe latine wozde Vrbanus, which 
is citfle,courteous,gentle,modeſt,oz well ruled,as men com- 
monly are in citics and places of good gouernment, whereof 
that wozd taketh his oziginall, the wozde is not common as« 
mongſt vs,no2 lo apt to the ſence as ifhe had ſaid, your cour- 
tefie, your modeſty, and ſo it might run thus : Let not your 
courtelies be agreeued againſt me, o2 Let it not bee offenſive 
to your modelty,that for the benefite of a great many, I haue 
publiſhed this volume of Philick.

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reline, being amightie enemie againſthis owne citie of Rome, 
might herein be anexcellent patterne , who without flirring 
the people at all, withouc any manner of bodilie reſiſtance 03 
fozceof armes, without paſſing by any pzinace 02 indirect 
meanes, did by the ſolematter efhis W1/edome, weightineſſe 
of ſpeech, fozcible reaſons, enfozcements, rebukes, and per- 
ſwaſtons,d2ztuehimcleane out of the Citie , and being erpul- 
ced (to p common peace, tranquillicie andſuretic of the ſame 
Citie) did afterward by likedemeano2, induftrie and circum- 
ſpection, lo p2enent his purpoſes , ſo circumuent his polli« 
cies, (o turne him vpſivedowne,as he darednot,he could not, 
he ſhamed to perpetrate what ſo often he had ſwo2ne, and ſo 
many wapes intended: in which action of Ciceroes, all theſe 
Oratorie partes are in like manner included. S0 likewiſe, 
fo2 ſome one rare and ſinguler poynt of /»ice an other might 
be excollcd,as beſides comms expectation exerciſing the ſame, 
A p2eſident hereof might be the L. chiefe Juſtice of England 
in thetime of King Heorie the fourth , who was (o ſtrictly 
bent to the obſeruation of Juſtice , as hauing one of che Pzin- 
ces ſeruants arraigned befoze him at the Rings Bench barre, 
fo2 afellon, and beingone that the young Pyince greatly ( at 
that time of his youth)fauoured. The Pyince came tothe bar, 
and at the Tudges handes required his ſeruant:; who anſwe« 
rcd that he was the Ring his fathers pziſoner, & ſtove there 
vpon his triall by law fo2 his offeaces, that he could not in Jit« 
ſtice, no2 would ( by his pardon) delfuer him withont his tri- 
all. The Pzince moued with ſuch dentall, trooke the Judge 
on the face, and would by fozce haue withdzawen the p2iſoncr, 
The Judge withſtoode him; and aduertizing him mildely of 
theoffence he had done to the ſeate aud place whercin he ſate of 
Tultice , in ſuch ſozte to ſtrike him, ſtoutly cauſcd hands to be 
latoe on him & committed him to ward, wherunto (vpon ſuch 
admonittion) the Pyzince obepcd, and acco2dingly remayncdin 
durance,attending the aduertizement and knowledge of his 
fathers pleaſure. Here might be a great contention, whether 
the wozxthy Judge in his equall adminiſtration and execution 
of iuſtice, without — ſtood the hazard of his =

And as theſe, ſo the honour, wozſhip, o2 wealth of any man,

And to the ende (in rehearfing ſome tewe 

of the many particularitics of ſuch ſound and vncorrupted 

maieſtie)the radiant ſhining beames rcſ1ant inſohie a perſo- 

nage, may with more facilitie the ſooner be diſcouered: wee 

will firſt begin with his originalland formoſt infancie, that 

by deducing from thence his complements of princely ex- 

cellencie, euen in the very mouth of his entombed graue, his 

bones may not be repoſed without an immortal recordation, 

and the fame of his very name celcbrated by an endlefle me- 

morie.

the moſt precious, yet hauing annexed vnto his proportion, 
a Diamondof ineſtimable beautic, yalour and goodnes, be- 
commeth thereby farre more excellent then before, more 
ſhining and glorious : ſothis ſoucraigne & puiſſane Monarch 
(admirable no doubt by himſelfe) yet bauing thustyed vnto 
the ſunſhine of his happie raigne, the obſcurer andeclipſing

ofall others tropheis, the ſunne itſelfe of worthines,and abſo- 
lute concluder of cuery honourable enterpriſe, how could it 
be but that this prerogatiue of his muſt of force exceed, and 

oc beyond all others, when himſelte, by the very chayre of 

onours ſelfe was ſo farre aduanced abouc any others ? And 
albeie the high and kingly worthineſle of ſoſtately oftpring 
and parentage,might no queſtion in ſundrie ſorts,yeeld great 
and mightic glorie tothe iſſue: yet that it may notbe alleaged 
that in taking vpon vs to commend che perionage of one, we 
ſhould intimate the ſoueraigntic of theother, as it were by a 
defeCt of praiſe ſufhcient, eo ſupply the want of our owne, 
and that £ honourable reputation of another cannot fiely be 
fayd tobe this mans worthines, without by the branch of his 
owne deſcrt, he had in his _=_ right moſt cfteually ap- 
prooucd the ſame. Vnderſtand you then of him,that which 


- all men deeme moſt princely and honourable, and there is 


none ( were it the ſtouteſt encmie that cuer lived) but will 
moſt highly commend, This Prince, my L.who even from 
the very cradle ſeemed to bee adifted tothe knowledge, and 
feare of God, and very pictic of ſincere and Chriſtian Reli- 
gion ( beſides that he was naturally ſo well formed and in- 

ſtruted 
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ſtrued in good documents ar any might be)became in thoſe 
very tender yearcs alſo, ſoapt vntolearning, asthe matchor 
like of him therein, was ſeldome or neuer in thoſe dayes any 
where tound , and intheſe times alſo may not eaſily be heard 
of. Infomuch as ot thoſe that then knew him very well,it cer- 
rainly is deliuercd, that being but of the age of 1 2.ycares, his 
vnderſtanding and knowledge in the Latine rongue , was ſo 
perfe&t, his progreſcion inthe Greeke ſo excellent, his skill 
& deliueric of forraigne languages ſo wonderful, his princely 
towardnes inall things ſo rare and ſo plentiful,as many times 
mooued all the regarders to admire him, but found none of 
all his aſſociates in the ſame exerciſes,that were cuer able to 
follow him, 

Now it we ſhall come to his riper yeares, and how therein 
he profited inthe towardly exerciſe and vſcofarmes, belee- 
ming a Prince of ſo hic vnexpeRted admiration , what could 
be wiſhed inany one that in him was not fully accompliſhed. 
So comely,and with ſuch yncontroled dextcrity could he fie, 
ride , and gouerne his horſe, ſo couragiouſlie, and with ſuch 
Nobilitie could he weld and vſe any weapon, either at tylte, 
barriers,or turney, with ſuch hie and approoued dirc&ion,or- 
dered he all his complements to either of theſe belonging , as 
did wel manifeſt the magnanimity and worthinesofhis mind, 
and what manner a one he would afterwards become, toward 
the beautifying of his countrey, A more plaine and cuident 
demonſtration whereof, did at any one time 1n nothing ſo 
much appeare aseuen then, when he was yet in his minoritie. 
For when there was remayning as yet, no figne or token at al 
of manly (ew in hisface ( being neuertheles of ſtature ſcem«» 
ly and tall,and of goodly conſtirution in his bodie, well beſee- 
ming the veares he then carried) alſo attendant on the migh- 
ty king his father inthe warres of France, what things did hee 
x fam performe? what weightieenterprizes and thoſe beyond

and mighty power of France, and all the Chiualric thereof, | 
where (to his immortall and ſurpaſſing high renowne) he at- 
tayned ypon them by the hie permiſsion of God, a moſt me 
morable Tropheie? But why dwell I in theſe lender dif- 
courſes, ({mall God knowes1in reſpeR of thoſe mightie con- 
queſts by him afterwards atchicued) in deteining you from 
the {weete and ardent remembrance of the reſt ? 1t hee being 
yet ſequeſtred in yeares from any ripenes at all , when it was 
thento be ſuppoſed he moſt needed gouernement , could by 
ſuch ſtately and inuincible valour, ſo moderate his great and 
weightieſt atios,asto become at that very inſtant ſoredoub. 
ted and famous : what might wee deeme ofhim afterwarde, 
being once perfe&ly eſtabliſhed inall kinde ofmanly direi- 
ons, but that ofnecefitic he ſhould by many degrees exceede, 
and goc beyond the formoſt ſhew of all his exccllencies, and 
the greateſt expetation that might be of all his progreſsions? 
and ſo vndoubtedly he did. For being once attayned to mans 
eſtate, he grew immediatlyto become a Prince ſage,diſcreete, 
pollitique and wiſe, inall his a&tions of rare and {inguler cir- 
cumſpeRionand prouidence,benigne; and of all others moſt 
fauourable and courteous: fortunate, and cuer inuincible in 
the warres, liberall to his followers , and of a hie repleni- 
ſhed bountic to euerie one,a yery Patron and defender of in- 
nocents, abſolutely fauouring alwayes the right, Magnani- 
his eſtate and the high and werghtie cntcr- 
priſes he tooke in hand, exccedingly teared avroad, wonder- 
fully beloucd at home,mixwg alwaics thinterchangeable ex- 
erciſe ofarmes, with continuall ſtudic of learning. Of ſuch 
rare modeſtie and temperance as is merucilous: Inſomuch as 
the king his father being here in England , when in the great 
fightof Poitters hehad diſcomfited and ouerthrowen in one 
day three mightic battells of the French, and taken inthe yu 
0 
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the king and his ſonne m his owne tent ſo honourably , and 
therewithall with ſo great nobiliticand ſurpaſing courteſie, 
asthat he neglected not to ſerue them himſelfe at ſupper,and 
ſcemed verily at that ſeaſon in all things, to haue been repu- 
ted in his owne intendment , as it he had neuer been conque- 
rour. The ſhew whereof, ſomuch increaſed his incomparable 
bountie,and ſo mightilyc honoured the eſtate ofhis vitorie 
as that the king then confeſſed, 'thatto become the priſoner 
of ſuch a one, it could be no diſparagement vnto ſo;mighty 
a Soueraigneas himſelfe, ſeeing that hee was by the force of 
that onely ouerthrow, made companion of the greateſt No- 


here inferre vato youof him ( infallible arguments of his in- 
credible modeſtic ) for long after this , when this mightic 
Prince had atchieued ſo many and weightic honour through= 
out all France, as the regarde thereof made his name aterror, 
and his beck a command to compell their Soucraigntie vn- 
to his fathers obedience: he was required by Don Peryo, king 
of Caſtile, to help him againſt Henry his baſtard brother,vho 
had then expulſed him vnlawfully and viurped ypon his 
kingdome , Whereupon hauing by the couragious endeuour 
of himſelfe and his knights,and by their ſole and onely pro- 
weſle, broughtdownethe vſurper, and driven him cleane 
out of the countrey (albeit his ſtrength was ſuch, and the ad- 
mirable fauour of the people ſo great, as might eaſily haue 
invited himehere, to the wearing of acrowne) heneuertheles 
of a high and noble diſpoſition, holding it far wore honourable 
to make a king than to be a king: (ofartoith declared his tem- 
peranceatthat very inſtant ( not commonly happening vnto 
euery one eſpecially in cauſes ofa kingdome) as that he vtter- 
ly abſtained ſo muchas to beare an appetite or likingtherun- 
to: but to his immortall renowne, placed and reſtored therem 
againethetruc and law full inheritour ofthe ſame,ſctling him

dities,ſhould be exempted their ———_ And albeit inal 
the progreſsion of the wiſhed life of this mightie Prince, a-

flouriſhing gladneſle, Thus ſee you (my good L.)before your

onetime 02 other J haue(not without ſome conſiderate _ 
ting 
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ting)cyed the deweanoms, iſſues, and diſpoſitions of ſund)ie 
humours,by inſight whereinto, and little pzofe made of that 
which my ſelfe hauc pzactiſcd in place of ſeruice , Fam boldein 
thts onelp diſcourſe, to aduenture the perfozmance of that J 
haue pzomiſed, 

Jn the diſcouerie whereof,mp miadc ts not, no2 ſhall be to 
p2eſcribe vnto anie one, but to deliuer what in mine owne opi- 
nion, T haue contectured tobe meteſt in ſuch a perſon,UUel res 
garding the number of thoſe who enabled by farre better Skill, 
O02 guided by experience,and their owne p2oper virtue, can both 
{earch and wade farther, then mp pazze abilitie map any wayes 
loke into, Fo2 which, mp purpoſe is, and ſhall be, in this pe» 
ſent diſcourſe,onelp to ſet fozth vnto ſuch , whoſe vnripened 
peares,02 want ofdefcerument,haue not pet made them apt vs 
fo ſo ſpeciall a being,and qualitie; what fn mp plaine concepte, 
bnto the place and office of ſuch a one, mete and d&med fit tg 
be a Secretoric, map be thought msſt conſonant and wozthie, 

To the accompliſhment whereof, as the beſt and meteſt in» 
duction toſuch a matter , it ſhall not be toflender purpoſe , to 
ſpeake firſt of the name thereof, and co ſift out by what affinf- 
tie, chalenge, pzapertie, oz mcane, the partie ſeruing in ſuch a 
place, had the oziginall title to be called a Secretorie, You ſhall 
then vnverſtand, that as me ſ@mcth, by ſpeciall reaſon & judge- 
ment,this name Secretoriec, impozting (as it doth ) no doubt 
matter of ſo great aconſequence, was not ſo much at the be- 
ginning app2 op2iate vnto him, whoſe vſe and (mploiment con» 
ſiſted ſolp in habilitie to w2ite well, and in neate and fine fozme 
to ſet foorth his Lerters, (albeit aiſo the vſe hereof, is not the 
leaſt part of many other things incident tothe ſame Office)but 
carping with it ſeife a purpoſe of much weightier effect, was ag 
a deriuatiue from that, which containeth the chiefeRt title of cre: 
dite, and place ofgreatcſt aſſurance, in reſpec ofthe ne&reneſſe 
and affinitie they both haue of Truſt, Regard & Fidelitic, each 
with the other,by great conceyte and diſcretion, vnto him that 
ſupplyeth the rwme thereof attributed, and bequeathed, to be 
called a Secretotie. 

And albeit there happelie may be opinions ſomewapes con» 
trarping vnto this mp p2elent deliuerie, touching the _ 
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of this title: pet Nanding directly aſſured chat thep all being laid 
togethers,muſt of neceſſity conclude, on the verp Secreſic,truſt 
& Regard, ſpecially impoſed on him who beareth the ſame title: 
I wil | pzoceed in the Definition. Fo this cauſe then,and inreſ« 
pec of ſuch Secrefie, Truſt # Aſſurance, required at the hands 
of him who ſeraeth in ſuch place: J take it,that pzincipallp ther» 
of, and not otherwiſe, thename was firſt giuen to be called a 
Secretorie, and that by the ctimologic of the verie wozd it ſelfe, 
ſounding in true coniecture,q«a/5 ( #/?os 0} conſernator ſecrets ſr 
bi commiſſi,as a keeper or conſcruer of the ſecret yntohimco. 
mitted. 

By this reaſon, wee do call the moſt ſecret place in the houſe 
app2op2iate vnto our owne p2iuate ſtudies , and wherein wee 
repoſe and deliberate by d&epe conſideration of all our waighti- 
eſt affaires,a Cloſet,in true;intendment and meaning, aplace 
where our dealings of impoztance are ſhut vp, a roome p2oper 
and peculiex onely to our ſelues, And whereas into each other 
place ofthe houle,it is ozdinarp fo2 enery ne&re attendant about 
bs to haue acceſſe: in this place we do ſolitarie and alone ſhutte 
vp our ſelues, of chis we kepe the kep our ſelues, and the vſe 
$hereof alone do onely app2opyiate vnto our ſelues, . 

; And if we ſhould runne but into the nature of thinges ſecret, 
and conſiver by the name, what 9 ſuch a matter is required, we 
ſhall findethat of it owne ſelfe, it chalengeth ſo much, wherebp 
with thz&thinges moſt ſpectallie it is ſaid to bee fortified, v2. 
with couertneſlc,that it be cloſely kept from the eyes, eares 02 
bnderſtanding of others : Safety, that ſecurely it bee retapned 
andlapdvp, both with chopſe reſpec and tendzing: Aſſurance, 
that by no miſtake, negligence, 02 6u2rlight, it map turne to a 
p2eiudice, 

Thus then bp the concurrence of theſe two parts, it appea« 
reth , that vato enery' Secret there is required a Cloſer, and 
the pzoper vſe ofthat Cloſer, is onelp fo2 the Couertnes, Safe= 
ty ,-and Aſſurance of the Secree . Sing then that theſe 
twoparts are thus as you ſee coniopned togeather in qualitie, 
let vs now conſider ifyou wil, how nee in ſimilitude thep both 
do conſent and agree with our Secretorie. 

At hath beene already befoze alleaged , that by the verie cti- 
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mo!ogieofthe wozde it ſelfe, both name and Office in one, doe 
conclude vpon ſecrecie; Ffſo? then fo and in refpect of the co- 
ucreneſle,fafcric,and aſſurance tn him repoſed, and not other: 
wiſe, he is called a Secretorie, The Cloſer in euerp houſe, 
as it (s arepoſement of ſecrets, fo is it onelp(as I! (3d befoze) 
at the owners,and no others commandement, The Secretorie, 
as he is akeeper and conſeruer of ſecrers: ſo is he by bits Lord 
o2 Maſter, and by none other to be directed, To a Cloſet, there 
belongeth p2operly,a doore,a locke and a key:to a Secretorie, 
there appectaineth incidently, Honeſtie, Troth,and F idelitie. 

And ſozaſmuch as by the Sympathic of theſe twaine in con» 
co2dance,both Name and Office do ſeeme in vſage and account 
co be of (o great waightineſſe, andthat our Secretoric, as well 
in title as place,(Toech by ſuch declaration,tointly tied vnto (o 
diſtrict an obſeruance: let vs now a little farther enter into the 
function anv place he beareth in ſuch kinde of ſeruice, and conſt- 
der that being in one condition a Scruant, he is at the pleaſure 
and appoynement of another to be commaunded : and being in 
a ſecond reſpec as afriend, hee is charely to haue in eſtimate, 
= --y honour, reputation and being , of him whom he 

erueth, 

Touching the firſt of theſe, in that he is (JF meane)a ſeruant, 
it is to be incended, that thereanto belongeth a ſuperiour, by 
whole abſolute direcion,his actions of ſeruice, are thencefo2th 
to be 02dered and commanded, Andnotwithſtanding the repit* 
tation, credite, and eſtate of being to him giuen and allowed by 
his Lord o2 Maſter ,he is pet to conſider, that the waight and 
ſumme there of acrueth from his onely fauour, countenance, 
and good opinisn, and that by how mitch the move, be liberally 
any ofan honourable minde affwzvech vnto him the reſpects 
thereof: by ſo much the moze ſerioufly ought he by all poſſible 
endeuours of ſcruice and induſtrie, as farre fo2th as in himis, 
to ſtudie to conſerue and vphold the ſame, 

And herein ſemeth it not fruitleſſe, to oppoſe vnto ſuch a 
ones remembzance, ſome part of the conſiderations pertinent 
and annexed to the ſtate ofa ſeruant, and what dependancie in 
common reckoning reſteth becwe&ne him, who beareth in his 
wap theauthozitte aud rule of a maiſter, and the other, who in 

account 
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account that he is to be commayunded, carieth a maner of ſubiec- 
tion to that partie, who fo2 the time of ſuch ſeruice , is at his 
bands to be reuerenced and obeped, 

Jn regard of which, we are to ſe, that by the title and p2e* 
rogatine whicheuerp maſter hath generally ouer his ſcruane, 
there is a certaine linke of dutie, wherewich each one that ſer- 
ueth is ſtrapned to his obepſance, There is alſo by that verie 
name of ſeruant, a kind of fibclitie andtruſt required,moze ſpe» 
ciall chen that betweene the ſonne and the father, aud that of ſa. 
great efficacie, as whereon (peraduenture)map reſt,not alone 
Iy the diſpoſition ofthe goods,eftate,and p2incipal affayzes, but 
alſo oftentimes the life, hazard oz vndoing of the perſon of his 
ſaid maſter. 

A Sonne cannot be ſaid to owe fidelitie to his parents , foz 
which cauſe there is alſo no bzeach oftruſt in him to be impoſed, 
Ft he deale contrary to his obedience, the bond by which he is 
ſtrained pzoc&dech of nature, and ſo are his actions accozdinglp 
held fo vnkind, 02 vanaturail . But the ſernant, not linked by 
nature,is tied in truſt, and by contrarying of ſuch truſt, 02 not 
q—— thereof,is held trecherous,o2 vufaichfull,Beſides,. 
0 great a predomination hath this name; of fidelixie in the 
bearts of a number, that many baue refuſed to commit them- 
ſelnes in tines of hazard to their children , bitt rather haue re: 
lied them(ſelues wholy on the aſſurance of their ſcruanes. 

Andhowbeit , moft certaine it is,that Nature wonderfully 
fwayeth many times in hcr p2oper features , pet in this caſe 
hath ſhe commonly leſſe efficaciethen in anp others. Foz as a 
currant of water loſeth his power it beinx turned backeward, 
from his ſkreightned courſe, but hath fozcible paſſage in che 
way that it holdeth - ſois Nature tn this action of parents aid 
children, which tnnning fo:wards fr :{Tue to iſſue , hath migh« 
tie operation,but when it ſhould be returned backward, hath al- 
moſt no power at all, 

Coneraciwiſe, whether it be the honeſtie of the name that 
teadeth ir, oz the common reputation that each faithfull vſage 
carteth in the eares cfgood meug92 4 feruencic of affeAion, lin: 
ked pzoperlp to the place where any cruſt is repoſed, J wil{not 
now diipuce vpon,vut queſtion!eſſe,of ſo charie regard hath fi- 
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delitie alwapes bene accounted as immediately vpon the 
name of a ſcruant taken, it ſencth uot alone (obe vnto the ſelfe 
title appzopyiate, but it 1s in a maner by the p2oper allowance 
thereunto giucn,ſenerely exacted,' 

Now,albett this kinde of cxacion and charge, ſeemeth in 
the deliuerie thereofto be indecd verie great, yet when he that 
ſerueth hath perfozmed all and whatſoeuer in ſuch caſe to bee: 
quired : he cannot fo this o2 that alledge , that he hath effected 
anp one iote moze then whereunto by the verp loyaltic of a 
ſeruant he was eſpecially eniopned , noz can he rightly 82 p20- 
perly affirme, that by an extraozdinarie zeale oz reſpect moze 
then he oughtc,he hath accopliſhedthe ſame, Foz that in things 
whereuntoaman is bound, there can beno gratuitie oppoſed: 
but where a man aboue that he ts charged hath further enve- 
uoured,o2 moze wozthily attained, therein of croth , and not o« 
therwiſe ſhineth the greateſt pzayſe and glozic vnto him that 
maybe, 

Inchis Chaine of Fidclity, there areſundzy linkes where- 
by the hearts of m# are attracted buto the due purſuce and hg- 
neſt reputation thereof, and theſe by the ſpirites, capacities, 
o2 indgements of cttery one are ſtillco be meaſured, A ſer- 
uaunt meanely trained in ſome Mechanicallſcience, ſheweth 
fidelity to his Baiſter, in an vp2zight dealing and diſpoſition 
ofhis wares 02 goods. Another in like ſo2t hauing the receipt 
of his Pailkers reuenews , becommeth a faithfull diſpenſer 
in his accoumpts and reckonnings, Some on the other ſide 
baue as much o2 like Fidelity in keeping of Counſailes, O- 
thers againe by atermez 3eale bnto their Batſters haue in 
recognizing their Fidelity died willingly fo2 their fanours, 

Df all theſe ſozts of Fidclity,the laſt,as Jam ſure it hath 
lefſe ſeeming of credcnce 02 ſuppoſition of croth in common 
belecuing,thenanp of the others,ſofs it(you willgraune me) 
the moſt aſſured and moſt mouing pitty,p2aiſe, # commenda« 
tion, inall reckonnivge aboue any of the «thers. And that 
ſuch are and haue beene, FJ could recite vnto pou ſundzy re« 
memV2aunces, and onebut of late yeares, that in veryſuffict- 
ent knowledge fellont to be cffccted,and thus wasthe circums- 
ſtance, as my vuderiianding could beare tt. 

When 
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When ſir Iohnof Deſmond in Jreland, ſome number of 
years paſſed, of a rebellious and cruell mind to the tate there 
being, andp2incipally to her Paieſty, had ſolemnly conſpirey 
and moſf cizannouflp ſwozne the death and deſtruction of all 
Englifhe men, in his countrey, there happened one Baiffer 
Henry Dauill an Engliſh Gentleman co lie,at that very blot 
dy p2etended ſeaſon, inthe houſe of the ſaide Ruight,and fo2 
two cauſes of him was thought entirely to be fauoured, the 
one in reſpect that he was his ch2iſtian Goſſip, as they ther 
terme it ( a linke ſfrong tnoughto haue purchaſed fauour in 
that Countrey, had it not beene with a moſt bloudytiraunc) 
the other in that he was a Gentleman both curteous, bounti- 
full and valiaunt, 

This Paifter Dauill had at that time onely an Jriſh boy 
attendant vppon him, the time conſpired foz this murder was 
at midnight, wh?allmencareleſly were fleeping, About the 
watch whereof, ſir lohn with his companp entring the chauvs 
ber of Paifter Dauill, wakened him from ſleepe, opened the 
conſpiracy, and willedhim to pzeparehimto his lotte , afſus- 
ring him, that were it not he had without excepcion vowed in 
his heart and ſwozne the death of all Engliſh men, he coulde 
deſirouſly as well fo2 that he was hts chziſftian Goſſip, as fo? 
other lone he ought him, haue ſuffered his life, but ail being 
appointed to die, he muſt goe with the reſf, 

The Boy hauing receiued into his eares the ſound of his 
Daiſters death, and therewith ſundzy manacing ſtrokes ſc» 
ingready to be p2offered,ſtirred no queſtion by a moſt zealous 
Fidelity, clalped onhis Paiſters bzeaſt, and with ſuch len- 
der reſiſfaunce as he could, did bcare offthe blowes, receiucd 
bppon yis owne body diters and ſtud2zy words, and doe 
what they could,no one could pull oz remoue him from thence, 
tillfreatingrage kindling in theſe merciles creatures , made 
them kill the Bop vppon his Paifter, and his Þaiſter vndcr 
the Boy, both at one inſtant cogethers. 

The memopp of tizs Act, asitts moſt pittifull in reherſa!; 
ſo will it of anumber be thought very ſtraunge., If any Fide- 
lity haue by feruency beene accoumpted off, this you well 


tadge of any others ought chiefly to be embzaced, But pet 
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not this , no} any of the reſidue of thoſe partes of Fidelity by 
me already delincreo, are ſuch, as in this place J hold meete 
to bee purſuco. Foz howbett the ſeruice of our Secretorie ts 
p20per!y by it ſclfe with ail aſlurance,to be caried:pet doe we 
not place him inſomeane a degree as that by copruptfon of 
coine, he might be held foz oiſtruſted, no2 one the other ſide 
would we haue him of judgement (o diffurniſhed , but that 
touching the difference of counſailes, 02 tender of his life, he 
ſhould make a decernment, 

Tnthis Boy voluntarily as he did, in thevery weakneſſe 
of his yeares, to ſccke by death his Patiſters ſafegard, was 
no doubt a thing wozthely tobe admired, But in manifeſta» 
tion of ſo great loue and teſtimony ofſo loyall an affection,had 
he beene by reares mote cuabled, it would hane ben thought 
very foadlp of to hane done it, without thereby his Paiſers - 
death might haue beene reuenged, 02 his liſe pzeſerueb: Els 
to what endis Fidelity applied , 02 what vie at alin reckon» 
ninx, remaineth there of it % 

Bp diſcre! x0n to decerne, by virtue ts judge,and by* wif 
dometorcſaluc,how and which way the efficacy and afſut ance 
of al truſt a2d fidelitic ought to be caried, is a thing meetelt 
in all reputation pzincipally co be obſerued, Powe canchere 
otherwiſe appeare any wozthinefle, if affections ſozt to bee 
equall, oz what dif inguiſhment may there be of ſpirices 
when mens tudgements are common- 

Scanderbeg, the tcrrour while he itued, and onely man as 
ble to confound the Turkiſh fozces, during bis infancy, ha- 
uing beenc trained bp with Amurath father to Mahomet the 
ſcceny Emperour ofthe Turkes (fo2 thatin the conqueſt of 
Epirus by the lame Amurath, thr fathir of Scanderbeg being 
flaine, «nd his Signorie ſubdued vnto the Turke, he wasthen 
with others {ed away tnto Turkie a captive.) When bs @s 
riucdtomanly peares, and ſerucdwith great foztune and va» 
lourthe (aide Amurath in his warres: Jc foztuned that be« 
ing in one great battaile as Generall ofthe T urk:b Armp as 
gainft che Chrifl:ans, & fighting againſt Hungary, a remozſe 
of confcicnce tooke Him, in that he being the (onre of a Chi» 


{tian Pzince, pzofeſſed in Chziſtianitp , and vowev to God, 
ſhould 
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ould lo wickedly become the confuſton of his bzctheren,and 
twarre agatnſt Chriſt and his kingvome, 

Andalbett he was neuer vnfoztunate in any fight, and at 
that thme likelieft of all other co attaine the victozy, yet re» 
garding the ſkate and manner of the conqueſt, he fatacingly 
withdzew, and wich great diſcouragement vnto his peop!e, 
gauepower vnto the-enemy to bee at that time a conquerotur., 
Which done, himſelfe with a few chiefe and p2incipal perſons 
bis aſfoctates, tooke themſelues together tn flight, 

Inthis company, was a noble Gentleman, wile in behaut* 
our, faifhfull in counſaile, and ſecret in truſt, at that time Sc- 
cretory and of counſaile cothe great Turke, The place of their 
reſidence ſerning well co the purpoſe, him Scanderbeg(being 

- of the others aſlurev,cooke onely in hand co acquaint with his 
enterp2iſe. And foz as much as his credence wich the ſaid A. 
murathwasſuch, as in the repoſe ofhis troth, reffed both i: 
Knet, and warrant ſufficient, to pit foward what ſocter df» 
rection oz commaund, in any the Turkiſh Si1gnories bppon 
paine of death to be obeyed. Scanderbeg declaring his weari- 
ſomnes of captiuity and ſeruage,dcſire to viſtte his kingdom, 
and liking after that to liue at liberty a Chriſtian , and there» 
withallhow ofcenthe Turke had pzomiſed to reſtoze htm,and 
pet till bzake with him, entopned the Secretory to wiite Let» 
ters ofcommaund inthe Turkes name, to the Deputy oz rus 
lers of his fathers kingvome, that as their lawfull Pzince & 
Gouernour they ſhould chen at that inſtant with.ut moze ve- 

lap receiue him, and thencefozth renounce and putfrom them 
their wonted charge and aucto2ity, 

And albeit rhe power of Scanderbeg was in that place 
great,and the Secretorie nothing mildoubted at all his *reſo- 
lution, and therefoze feared tos much to contradict him in the 
ſame,knowing alſo that if hee aſſented to that demaund, ha- 
ting yet liberty to depart, he might timely enough adnertize 
the Turke to the pzeuentton: p:t vſed he neuertheleſſe ſo niany 
effectual ſpecches as fo2 the pzeſent be couln,to diſſwade him: 
which not pzcuayling; he aſſented at [alt fo2 feare,and w2ote as 
he requiredhim, 


The Letttrs o2dexly ſigned and ſealed, as to the impoz+ 
tance 
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tance belonged, Scanderbeg knowing the great wiſdome, ft 
dclitie anv counſell of the Secretorie , thought it nowe a mats 
ter of noſmall wozth,if by any facilicy hee could win him alſo 
vuto his company,to paſle in the ſame tournep,oz otherwile if 
he refuſed,then as the leaſt in choyce , deemed hee fit that hee 
ſhould not returne aline,to cary newes to the Turke of his 
deuiſes. And therefoze firſt with as many kinde entcreaties 
and offers of all kinde of honours, fauours, eſtimate, and ad- 
uancements thathe could, he aſſayled him.he pzopoſedalſo che 
expectation of his ovne foztune, valonr,power and ſtrength of 
the euerliuing God whome he ſerued,that was able to defend 
them, and all poſſible meanes that otherwiſe could be deuiſed 
to moue him, Butnone of thele in fine pzeuapling , hee laſtly 
ſec Lefoze his epes,that vpon ſuch refuſall,he foz his owne beſt 
aſſurance mult be enfozced to kill him. 

Thich maner of ſpeech,albeit moued inp Secretory diuers 
altcrations, yec choſe he as the moſt honeſteſt part, no wayes 
to defraud the truſt in him repoſed, eſpecially by aſſiſtance in 
his owne perſon thereunto gen. And ſeeinghee could by no 
mcanes clcape with life,aduiſed ſodaynly rather to dye inthe 
bands of Scandcrbeg fo2 thathe had already done , then in ſo 
manifeſt an action of diſlopaltie, to be found a pzincipall act oz 
oftreaſon agaynſthis L 02d and Paſtcr, 

Great 1s the linck of Virtue whereby the minds of men 
ſiaguler are many wayes bound.neither falleth it out in thoſe 
of weak ſpirit and capacitte,to become partakers ofthe p)aiſe 
due bnto ſo high and honoured excellencie. To men baſelp 
conceipted,there is neither reſpect of trouth,loue,honour,vn- 
tie, 02 other matter whatſoeuer,whercby to dzaw them from 
a ſenitzall appec ite 02 carnall deſire of their owne living, ſafety 
and commonditie: But tothole who are the (wozne ſchollers of 
Vireuc,to whome true glozy is ofp2ice, who ſoly haue inefti- 
mate to make choyce of things wozthy, Tn thele it ſozteth to 
be a ſhame, what others reckon fo lawa, to them a pzeſudice, 
what many holde fo2 gapne, they contemning by a ſole Virtue 
and diſcreete choyce ofthe minde,what is beſides 02 leſie then 
that which accozveth tothe true honour and reputation of wel- 
deſerutng,cannot content chemſeluesto live where their cres 
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ditedy(th, deſpiſe wealth, where honour is to bee purſued, 
neglect reputation, where lopalty 1s not entertained, and ex+ 
pect no fidclitie, where conſequently, the effects of an honeſt 
and wozthynunde,arenot pzincipallptobe carped. 
Asthen,by what vſe ſoeuer applied, do inall chings com: 
mendFidelitic aud T rult to be perfozned, where by diltrict- 


nes'ic is challenged: ſo now doo J inthe carriage of this our / 


Secretorie , ſozte htm fo2th pzoperly from che reſidue by a dif 
ference, fo2 where in perſons of {eſſe conceipt , and lower re» 
ſpect, ſome vſages arecommenvable, in him they are to bee 
preſumed, as 'nowayesto be doubted of, Neither is it to bee 
alpecced; that the mould of ſuche a one, ſhould be ſo ſubiect to 
imperfections, as that in common and mean actions he ſhould 
think co be pzayſed:ſceing that where any bzeach of thoſe parts 
in men lower conceipted might be found, it would in them be 
held as incompariſon a thing no moze thenmight bee doubted, 
but inhim would it turne to a moſt vituperable baſenes, with 
ſach intendments to be ſpotted, 

Andas A thus ſequeſtre himfrom the ozdinary vſage of 
whatheloto be liked, ſo dooJ agapne dzaw in him a ſpeciall 
choyce , ofthings high, and wozthily beleemiug aboue others 
Ceſſeconſiverate) in all things tobe caried, and wherein the 
ſumme of his fiidelitie ſhall enely be required, Foz ſeeing that 
by reaſon ofthe place wherein hee ſtandeth ofemployment,by 
reaſon of his education, birth,qualitie,oz other deccrnment,by 
reaſon ofthe wapght, moze then of common truft, in him di- 
nerfly impoſed, he ſeemeth to be aman every way p2opo2(ios 
nate to farre other. end and purpoſe , then of euery o2dinary 
attendant is commonly required, it muſt needs then be of ſuch 
a one, that by farre greater ſkill and meaſure of cuery action 
be be directed,that with much greater modeſtie, care, reſpect, 
conſideratſon and integrifie, bee dooby ſuch meances temper 
all bis outward and inward actions, behauiours,and ijudge- 
wents,as beinghimſelfe in reputation a Gentleman,and con» 
uerſing among ſuchas haue diſcretion to deeme of him, hec 
may leaſt of all be tovtchid with any thing, that lefencth 02 ils 
beſeemeth any part ofthat. which p2tncipaliy map be adiudged 
to appertapue 02 be annexed to a Gentleman. | 
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Foz whereas inany other attendant it is a matter pzapſe 
woztby, to be beautified 02 aduiccd by ſom one o2 other ſpecial 
virtue 0} quality,in him tt is ofneceſſity,who by how much the 
imo2encererhe tz infrequt ntatton of any honozable place o2 
calling,bp ſo much the moze needfull is it , phe be accozdingly 
{urntGhed wherewith in ſeemely & lawdablcloze, to enter any 
app2cach the ſame. And as inthe ſeruice of cuery one what- 
ſoereryit is ſpecially required, to be enducd with all partes of 
dittifall attendance and loyalty : ſo is1t fo: him to cxcell, and 
be different , becauſe in his employment, truſt andotherwile, 
there is exacted athis handes a farre greater ſcope andeffica-« 
cie, then wherewith any other ſeemeth to be charged by anp 
P2opoztton o2 qualitic. | | 

By this meaſure now of Fidelitie, Truſt, 02 loyal Credie of 
a Seruant, tn which place onr Secretorie,as pou fre, andeth 
bounden by the firſt degree of his ſeruice, it map ſccondipbee 
conietured in what reſpectiueeſtate, hee ought fo? the reſidne 
of that which to his attendance appertaineth , bee accomptey 
a Friend , The limits of Friendſhippe (as it might bee 
ovtected) arc ſtreight , and there can bee no Friend where 
an inequality remayneth. Zwixe theparty commanded E hinr 
that commaundeth, there is no ſocietie , and therfoze no 
Friendihip where reſteth a Sup: riority.But Jlap & affirme, 
that if it be true that the ſum of all friendſhip taketh his o24« 
ginall of loue, atid that a true temouſtration of lonez by the 
feruencie of affection, map any waxes bee carped, then (nots 
withſtanding this ſeparation in qualitie ) a man virtuouſlp 
diſpoſey,map eten inthe ſelfe place of ſcruice wherein he ſtan» 
deth,fulftil many partes of a Friend vnto him whome hee ſcr- 
usth , 

And if we ſhall goe to the definition of friendſhip, what ig 
ie I pzay you otherwiſe then a Simpathic of affections, firmly: 
vnitcd togcthers,whereſn what the one coueteth , the other. 
deſireth,in reſpect whereof, wozidcs and life, andall are not: 
dclirable,but deſpiſed, would not here betaken, that of a» 
np ſo2tes of people that. runne into all 02 anumber of theſe 
like effects, without exception of qualitie, I intend, that (hep 
therefoze were alſo to care the name of friends, fo2 2

btterlp vicious and leudly giuen,con'o2ting in wickedtes,and 
other baſe exerciſes,in which each ſpendeth his life, oz deſpe- 
rately dyeth one fo2 an other , might beereputed as friendes, 
Jhauenoſuch meaning, no2 is my intencherein co ſo ge- 
nerall a purpoſe, But ſpeaking of trieadihip, Jonely deale 
with ſuch, whole actions and ſinceredeſires , hage in virtue 
bighef pzeheminence, fo2 theſe , not by atdnencure, but by a 
deliberate counſel,and chopce regardeſpecially had,ofthings 
valuable and wozthy, doo accompliſh cyeir effects by a molt 
honourable purpole, 

Now then, ifche weight of Friendſhip, ſo conſifteth ina 
Sympathicof affection, vniting of hearts ,coucting an others 
Food, and deſpiſing all that may bee gained, in reſpect ofthe 
partie befciended:why may nat our Secretory then aſwell as 
any other,merite in this place of ſeruice at the hands ofhis L, 
C—_ name of a Fricad? hp ſhould hce not therein 
alwel as any other haue that power in him plited,wherby ta 
become a Friend?Touching þ Sympathy of affections,though 
Fcannot ſo fully tap my ſelfe theron, as is meete to ſuch con» 
gruity, becauſe in friendſhip it ts ſtill lapd vown there ought 
to benodiFertce,x the Commander and þ commanded, doper 
alwayes make a diſcozdance : A may nenertheles thus inch 
deliver thereof,thac by all commd likelihood it is aſſuredly to 
becontectured, that no one perſonage of eſtate, layeth choyce 
bpon ſuch a one to ſerne ſoneere about him ,#'to be in place 
of ſo great truſt as appertayneth to a man of that reckoning, 
but ereheelong haue vſed him , hee bindcth vnto htm ac leaſt 
wiſe ſome good parte of his affection. Foz how can it other- 
wiſe bee thought,but þ our Secretorie being one euery way ſo 
watghtplte to be imployed as he is ,partaking as he doth with 
ſo many cauſes of impoztance, #vndiſconered ſecrets & coun» 
ſels, ſtandingas he muſt vpon ſo neere attendance,as he þ is 
almoſt (as occaſion ſerueth) every minute of an houre to bee 

bſed, but thatto his L. o2 Wafer, hee muſt of neceſſitie bee 
bery charie, 02 at the leaſt wiſe moze particularly then many 
others bilouecd. 

Dee thus finding in ſo noble aplace, ſo honourable an ac» 


count,oux Secretory berg as he ought to be,a mar of Virtue 
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and Worth, cannot chooſe on the other ſide, butframe his vt- 

nolt thoughts, cozreſpondent in all thinges tothoſe particu 
lar fauours, his conuerſing,his nearcnes and aftendance,ture 
ncth then to an afteftion,andthts, heated bythe daily increaſe 
ofhis Lozd o2 Maifters likingtowards him, groweth thence 
to a feruency,and ſo each Viriue kindled by the others Grace, 
maketh atlaſt a coniunction, which bythe multitudeof fauozs 
riſiig from the one , and a thankefull compenſation alwaies 
pzocured inthe other, groweth inthe enotoa Simpathy vn» 
ſeperable, and chereby by all intentment concludeth a moſt 
perfect vniting, From this great feruencp of Aﬀection,an ins 
ward and continuall deſire, 02 rather zealein our Secretory 
being naturally fozced to his Paiſters good, the Fidelity foz» 
merly accruing by the truſt of a Seruant, conuerteth it ſelfe 
now into a religious awe and zealous reſpect of his Baiſters 
countenaunce and fatour, N20w Faith and Louc begin bothto 
conioine togethers, whercbythe other partesof a Friend doe 
follownexc tobe effected, His Fidelity becommeth nowe a 
Watchman 82 Sentinell ouer the affaircs of his Lozd, and is 
not reſtrained by any limits, him ſelfe,his eſtate,reputationg 
honour and eſtimate, hang nowin his continuall thoughtes, 
endeuours, andtranatils, the neglect of his own p2ofite in re- 
ſpect ofche others (eruice , isnot now to bee diſputed of, no 
wo!ld ſo chary,as whatto his aiitcrs honour, map bee beſt 
entertain:d, Aud why + becauſe in this late action he now 
taketh vpon him the habit of a friend, 

Panutus, the faithfull Sccretorie and counſeller tothe 
greate and mightie Emperour and Philoſopher ſurna« 
med Aurelius, fo2 the high Wiiſdome, Fidelitic, and coun» 
ſell by him in allhis ſeruices continued towardes the pzince, 
during his life time,and even co the very entrance of his graue, 
veſerued befozemany others (ſecret alſo in aduice to the ſapd 
Emperour)to be termed and called bythe name ofa friend. Fn- 
ſomuch as he onelp daring to fpcake plainly, what ja others 
indgements might ſeeme to be offenſiue, and to perſwade faiths 
fullp what he ſaw moſt accreeing to the p2eſent extremitp,mad2 
the Emperour pzonounce himlelfe fo: tunate, ts have nouriſhed 
one lo diſcreete in his pallace , and mo% bleſſedofall , in ol 
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when each fapled him in his dying, he onelp was found aſſured 
bnto him,among all chat were ſting, 

Jn this friendly knot of loue, and chat of ſeruiſe commaund, 
remapueth a moſt notable difference, eſpecially fo2 this matter 
of eru(t and fidelitie required in ſeruice, foz; quem metuwnt edj= 
unt,whom men feare they hate : well map they foz faſhion ſake 
pleaſe,but this ſound kind of affection is often farve from their 
thought. Aad pet that there map be an awed renerence afwell 
in louc as in feare, who doubteth it, yea & that rather farre moze 
aſſured and effecuall then the other, Foz where this grounded 
Louc by V irtue once aieth confirmed, the humilitie and gen» 
tleneſſe of the minde is it immeviatly that afterwarvs direc 
teth the thoughts, we then do gladlp honour the moze,by how 
much the willinger we deſire to ſerue, and moze firmelp obep, 
by how much the moze intirely we ſtand to be fauoured, This 
friendly Fidelitie, not v2ged 02 conſtrained by ſouereigue come 
maund, but of a 3eale to well doing voluntarilp embzaced, lea» 
deth the reputation and eſtimate of our Secxerorie to de recep» 
ued ag a friend, 

As of Fidclitiegbeſides Crodite of Counſell and Riches, 
there are ſundzie other bzaunches, and diuerſe deſerued partes 
that ſeriouſlp map be commended,ſo are there of Friendſhip, 
The aſſociation of both ewaine, combineth & knitteth togither 
al other perfections.TUhich griced, vndoubtedlp muſt the partp 
frequenting ſo great a place of ſeguice,p2oue then to be a perſon 
of right ſpectali AY anſwerable Virtue, andof 
noted diſcretion, Fo2 that in doing ſernicetohis Lord oz Ma- 
ſer, it ſemeth a matter $acident to his account, and to the bet- 
ter effeaing the name of a friend,that in cauſes v2gent @ neoede- 
full, he be not vnpurueyed in his owne perſon, wherewith diſ- 
creetly, as occaſion ſeructh, both to aduiſe & couuſaile (the verp 
efficient matter wherein his enabled diſcretion map with grea- 
teſt ſingularitie be perfozmed)the aſſurance whereof, by credite 
of moſt memozable antiquities, bath not. onelp framed that of 
lopall ſeruants,ſuch haue beene entertapned as faithful fricuds, 
but alſo hath not beeug.lenger occaſion many times, to the pze- 
uention of nianp vehement and daungerous runes of (Wndyie 
honourable houſes, and fred alſo the nobilitie of diuerſe perſo- 
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nages from diſhonour,o2 leſſened at leaſtwiſe the blemiſh , that 
eo their perſons o! eſtates.might otherwiſe vnfoztunatelp haue 
Accrued. | 

To accompante the troubles, miſeries, calamities and in: 
foztunities of him to whom we are this wapes, 02 that'wapes 
in our (eruice linked oz beholding, o2 to beare willingly and 
with a ſufferable mind fo2 his ſake, whatſoeuer in declaration of 
Our vertue ſeemeth co an honeſt diſpoſit1Þ, to be either incident 
o2 appertaining,no man verily deeniech, but that theſe of them 
ſelues be aſſured and notable demonſtrations ofa verde exqui- 
fite perfozmance. But what ofthat + the p2opertie and exceilen* 
cie of this virtue is nottherefoze alwapes in chat one onelp.ſozt 
to be cartied, neither with the greateſt eſtimate and commenda- 
tion that thereunto is appzopyiate , (s the wozthtneſle hereof 
wholp cobe commended, 

To pzenent miſchiefes ſometimes, and by a warie fozeſight 
and care had of the honour and reputation of our commaunder, 
to fence (ifneed be) the ſame bp apolitcke deuiſe , without p2e- 
judice,from anp touch of diſgrace oz diſhonour , to diſſwade o2 
dehoze faichfullp,from chings impeaching 02 offenſiue to their 
eſtates 02 nobilitie,to reneale the hurt thep know nof, 02 cauſes 
impoztant whereunto thep are nothing pziuie, co confarle de» 
uopd of flatterie,andto oppoſe the good that leaſt harmeth,and 
the euill that hath neereft remedie: theſe things as in their ſeue» 
rall conſiderations , thep can as ſufficiently as any others de* 
clare a man to be iridued, both with rare knowledge, aud right 
excellent virtue, ſo who doubteth, but that the moſt lender of 
them all, weigheth as deepſp as any other,in cauſe of fidelitie. 
Andyet ifany moze ſpeciall liking in one thing then other be to 
be attributed, where commonly men do ſeeme to hane general» 
ly well deſerued,then of neceſſitie muſt the ſame greatly rather 
enſue where euils moſt peiudicing are fozeſeene and auopded 
by politike wiſedome, then where vnſkilfally they are entred 
jnto,carping intheirboſomes, either extreame hazard, 02 ineuf- 
table vndoing. 

Being armed in this ſozt, well may our Secretory by each 
ſingularicy of Virtue vnto this calling app)opziate,reaſonably 
be deemed, to ſupplie euerie-place of ſeruice and friendſhip 
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by oneſelfe charg indifferent, ſeeing that in accompliſhing the 


vemolt of the one, hee ſhall trulp pertozme what to a lopalland- 


truſtie ſernant euerie wap belongeth,and bearing himſelfe 3ca- 
louflie # p2outdentlie in the.other, finiſhalſo what in the bow: 
els of a right truſtie ſriend ought co be required, | 

Puch 1s the felicity that the Maſter 02 Lozd receaueth euer« 
moze of ſuch a ſeruant , in the charie affenion and regard of 
whome affping himſelfe aſſuredlp, hee findeth he is not alone a 
commaunder of his outward actions, but the diſpoſer of his ve- 
ry thoughtes : pea hee is the Soucraigne of all his deſires, in 
whoſe boſome he holdeth the repoſe ot his ſafety co be far moze 
p2ecious,, then either eſtate, living, oz aduauncement, where« 
of inen earthlp minded are foz the moſt part defirous, 

Dfall the abuſes that haue been oz atthis dap remapneth in 
the attendance of honozable perſonages, there is no one evill ſo 
ſecret oz pernitious, as is the venim of flatterp , the couert ſea» 
ting whereof, in men of all ages, humozs,qualities and com- 
plexions , hath foz the moſt part taken ſo vehement and deepe 
impzeſſion, as it ſeemeth almoſt irrecuperable in the-greateſk 
ſoztes and numbers af perſons ts be anoyded, The daliance of 
this daintie clawbacke is ſ\mwth,che entrance pleaſing,the p20« 
grefſion ſubcte,the continuance fozcible, but the end falleth oue 
euermoze to be deceitful. | 

Men infected with this kind of ſcurrilitie , and baſenefſe of 
condition,being in pzoper deliguments Currie-tauels of the 
'wo2ld, it is no marnell ifhauing in common requeſt, all ſhewes 
poſſible of graffed and ſound demeaners,thep ſlide manp times 
into the opinions of the moſt notable and wozthieft , foz thep 
hane learned by art to acquaint cthemſelues at the firſt with 
all ſozts. of humozs and faſhions,and being oftheir owne diſpo- 
ſitions ſo placable as thep be in all things, it is with them a 
maner of (acrilcdge to be found ſlacke oz contrationus in anp 
thing, Dic ant? ſay they, Dico,aiun ? ais. Finally reſoluing 
truſtily to deale no wap, they deaiſe haw it mop be poſſible to 
frame themſeſues euerp wap, 

Theſe and ſuch as thefe impugning the playne and fimple 
d2ifts of honeſt meaning, haue alwates a face of bjaſſe, where» 
with to ſhoue fozward and to.fozſtall what bythe hamefaſt en» 
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tendment of any other, ſeemeth baſhfullp to be purſued:they are 
ſtill pzeſſing on and egeroze ſliding, but they once get hand» 
faſt oz happely be after ſtreined frd the hope of that thep would, 
their loue then and attendance immediatly thereupon die at one 
inſtant togeathers, 

Jurious mee (&meth and too too perillous is the app2o- 
ching of theſe pziuate whiſperers, whoſe inward conuerſation 
as in the verie firſt conceipt and diſcouerie thereof, it yelveth 
apparently vnto a man virtuouſly ginen to be altogether odt- 
ous, ſo vato him that intendeth purely of himſelfe, they are in 
the ſernices of noble men euermoze moſt thwarting & malici- 
ous,in ſo Much as if ſuch a one taped with honeſtie, would ne« 
yer ſo faithfully, ſimplp,# trulp,endenour himſelfe by all parts 
of dutifull care & lopaltie, hee (hall yet neuer want of thoſe per- 
uerſe cre&pers, that by one cautelous ſuppoſe oz other, will ftill 
be befoze hand wheretd if it be poſſible to diſgrace him vtterly, 

That theſe and ſuch other actions of vility, commonly hands 
led as thepare in ſo Ponourable places, do become oftentimes 
barres togood meaning, and ſtumbling blocks to plaine dea» 
ling,therex@deth(as J thiuke)at this pzeſent,verp ſmall que- 
tion, Neicher would J beſomiſted, as to veme that there 
wanteth either inſight oz tudgement in many notable perſona» 
ges todecernethem , fozthep are decerned, and oftentimes 
ſpurned at , Jknow if right well, dut what of thats This be» 
ing alſoacoinmon p2aciſe occupation of the wozld , ſmath« 
Iy toflide thzough all things, aud to meane trulp in nothing, it 
is no maruell if by the te double diligence of ſuch nien, ſome 
one 02 other happen now and then to be decepued, 

But foz{omuchas it ts of neceſſitie, that enery honourable 
eſtate muſt and ought to be (eryed, and that where a multf« 
tude good areinattendance,there enſueth commonly to bee a- 
mong them, ſome fewthat are euill,eyther of an annexed p20* 
pinquitie 02 oppoſition of good & bad,virtue and vice, emula« 
ting as we ſee the dayly p2ogreſſion each of the otherz02 elſe fox 
that the wozlb ſomething addictedto pernerſe maners, ſendeth 
foo2th often times ſuch Imps of her ſubCance , as vecoine 
monſtrous difturbers of eucery honeſt endenour.: Je ſhall 
notwithſtan>ing behooue him whatſoeuer, whoſe cidiant ex+ 
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pectation ſtretchech to the ſole deſert that of every faudable 
purpoſe is r\ghtly to be attapned, eyther in abſfapning from 
any occaſion of blemiſh to his virtue that may happen, co re» 
folue with himlelfe ncuer toſerne at al, oz ſeruing, af the leaſt 
wiſe ſo toarme his conceipts fo} all maner of diſgraccs,as that 
he may content himſelfe in that being but cruely cenſurcd ag 
he ought , the ende of hts determinations are certainly to bee 
adiudged honeſt, albeit his ill hap perchaunce (uch,as therebp 
he attapne ncither liking no2 pzeferment , 92 if either he ſtand 
tn pzeſeat , 02 be in poſſibilitie to attatae fattour , then not co 
be diſcouraged inthe honeſt pzoſequution — any P2ac- 
tize 02 enuie what ſoeuer, reſting in himlcife firnfly aſſured, 
thattime o2 the true decernement of him whome hee ſeruech 
ſþalatlengthyecld ſcope tothac,whereunto by true degrees of 
virtuche ſought tohaue aſpired. 

And ſeeing that in all cauſes of3eale and lote, where the 
minde ts tyed by aa entire deſire andcare ofweldoing, ts him 
whomonce in conceipt ic ſ:emeth to grow chary ouer, þ fozce 
thercof ſeldome o2 neuer paſſech lightly at the firſt , without 
ſome block o2 other laid befoze it, wherebyco hinder o2 diſcou- 
rage the pzoceedings already determined,and that ſo far fozth 
as one while a man ſuppoſing the hdelitie ofhis ſeruice might 
at a time be fully effected and diſcharged in the requilite deſi» 
uery of ſome p2eſent aduiſe and counſel, yet terrified perchance 
02 otherwtſe diſſwaded with the reſolation,mightines , 02 no* 
bility of his L. o2 Baſter , oz fearing to bee argued of pe» 

ſumption,o2 elſe in ſetting down the deſire he hath of ſafegaro 
bnkindly co be miſtaken » Tt ſhall not therefoze bec conſouanc 
to this our Secretorics place of ſeruice , thereupon immendt- 
atly ts become ſilent, 62 ſo to (ufer the emiil which himſelfe 
cleerely ſeeth, to paſſe varegarded, eſpecially when the caſe ts 
either wayghtp , o2 necrely otherwiſe concerneth his nobtlt- 
tic wyome he ſcructh, fo2 ſo ſhould he by a ktnde of Pulillant- 
mitie, become guilty of þ very occaſion, how great ſocuer che 

ſame ſhouldhappen , which ſometimes lying in hiscredite o2 
conſel,to hane impugnedzhe of a weake diſpolition abfained 
neuertheleſſe toſee p2cuented. And yet is it tat (needs mult I 


ſay and confcfle) a matter altogether vntryed, that men vaine- 
D glo2t- 
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gloziouſly minded. 02 arrocantly otherwiſe intending oftheir 
owne pzoper ſernicis, notoziouly oftentimes do fall into this 
vayne of pzeſumption, who pucked on with the credit and fa- 
tour tothem ginen by their L, o2 Paſter,and fooliſhly con- 
ceiniag thereof to lead their thoughts in a ſtring, doe igno* 
rantly o2 pceuiſhlptherups, take in hand many times to direct 
them in their ſeryous affay2s 02 counſels,#+ controling in their 
inward thoughts whatſocuer beſidcs 02 contrarping to their 
own opinions, do of ſeruants become ſawcy, of men modeſt, 
malapart, of aduiſers arrogant, and conſequently running into 
euery m iſpziſton ofothers, and what elle appertapning to ares 
gard of other mens actions,appeare at length ſo impertous,as 
by the (ole default of thetr owne miſdemeanours, they are ture 
ncd at the laſtquitefoozth by the elbows, 

The defect hcreof,ſofarre diſcrepant as it is, from that ſte- 
dy kinde of gouernement hereby thzough out concluded, 
needcth not Ji thinke in the framing of this our Secretory ta 
be any further fozwarned, who by ſhaking from his own per» 
ſon any part of the vilities that inothers may ſeeme chiefly to 
be diſcommended, ts herein to be aſſertained, that in nothing 
ſo greatly canthe excellent Virtue oz condition of anp man 
ſhine, then ta not firſt committing anp action that may appear 
vile 02 hardly to be bozne withall, and next in (uppzeſſing ſo 
much as in himis, what ſoeuer commendation 82 liking duelp 
tobe annexcd tohis own p2oper deſerning, wherein Humi- 
lity frad from all manner of baſe and ſeruile purpoſes, ſhall 
then ſufficiently inſtruct him, that Cureche is a Uirtue, Low- 
Jines a thing annexed vnto Generofity, fo be Proud is a vice, 
to be Contemptuous a filthineſſe, Simplicity is ſound, Subtil- 
ty deceiptull, Loyaltie a mattcr in £fi1mation, Flattery to 
be held abhominable , J will not here viſpute how much ex« 

cellent, and needfull it were vnto thcir eftates, that the nea- 
reſt attendance of honourable perſon»ges, were with men of 
\uch Virtue and knowledge in this ſ{ozt frequented, neither 
carping of ſundzy enozmities , would J thereby deuiſe to 
d2aw fo2th vnto you a man bnmatchable in quality,and wheres 
of the wozld o2 anp heauen beſides, ſcarce peelveth either ſha: 
vow oz pzoperty, but pzopoling the wozthieſt partes which of 
cuery

euery one abſolutely are fitteſt fo be acquired, Fdoe onely en: 
deuour to lay down no other matter o2 ground, then where» 
with menthat be ſpeciall are at this dayheld tobe endewed, 
and ſuch as in all ages hcretofoze haue beene thought meeteſt 
to bee followed, 

Intimesof pzoſperity when Fortune fawneth vyon a man, 
and gladly ſeemeth coleadhim vp tothe higheſt coppe of her 
Monde, in minde (to all apparaunce) that initabilicy ſhoulde 
neuercome in his taſking, and as whoſay her fntent were, to 
make him her dearling , whoſe ſimpliciey is ſo meane , thac 
knowetch not,o2 with his eies doth not behold, how encry man 
flockech immendiatly thithcrward, To his ſeat tratght waics 
flieth heapes of good will, Jn that place are cendercdfo2th- 
with all manner of ſerutces. Zohim, (nap rather to his p2e- 
ſent being) doe they make all kinde of pzoteſtatioas, Loue, 
Fidelity, and what elſe fromthe deepeſt p2ofcſſo2 in the wozld 
can any waies be required. But Iniurious Happe, if once the 
roundel(of thy chaire doe turne, if but the leaſt ſhew of Infe- 
licity doe once attach him, how fewthen will appeare the ef- 
fects of all theſe fozmer deltueries, how ſlender, how fraile, 
and how tootoo bzittle to repole vppon, 

It is aſſuredly a matter generall whileſt Nately Honour 
fandech yet ſuppozted in her glozy,that there hal ncuer want 
that will ſpeake {argely, that will giue place vnto humozs, 
ſooth vp imperfections, and be ready codoe any thing howe 
difficult ſoeuer that may be. But extremity being tie true 
Touchſtone of Triall , and the fatall determination of all 
thinges, yeelding ſcope todecerne Faith from Subriley, that 
onely is the time wherein aboue all other, diſcoucry is made 
of friendes, and inniolable troth founded on greateſt truſt, 
beareth bis largeſt teſtimony, 

And foz chat a ſound and perfect conceipt, is of all other 
Rifres cither of body oz mind the moſt auaileable and wozthy, 
wherebp both knowledge is had on what grounds to b.ilde, 
and afterwards how and which way therein toabide and per» 
ſeuer, and that the ability thereof is the matter mectcif toap- 
poch with credite and continue with eruſt, in attendance on 
the greateſt place of Honor. Such and none other therefoze 
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thinke wee mete toframe our Secretorie. Tho bearing one 
ſtable minde and certaine diſpoſition of Honor and Liking, 
Loyalty and Zeale, Care and i-ſtimate, both in moſperous q E 
aduerſe Fo2cune, liuing and dying, ts him whom he ſerueth, 
may eatery way fouching his qualiey, ſupply what tn anyho- 
neſt actian ſhall be to him cniopned, and by the virtue where 
untoinhis officche is charged, ſo firmcly,bchaue himlelfe,as 
bppon the ſole deſcrt thereof, heemap appeare tobe with due 
commendation £2rp where renowned, 

Then the fates of [taly diſcenting among themſelues, foz 
the chiefeſt iuriſdic:ton & Souerainty, were by little and little 
wottnd out of thetr popular ſway, into a particular pzincipa- 
litp and ſole kinde ofgouernment, the Citty of Mantoa ha: 
ning a few yeares made triall of a Pzince, and ſcarce welding 
8S yet with {ufficicnt content the ſtate and title of a Duke, Ro» 
derizo a noble Citizen , and eneduring the time ofthe ſfate 
being free, had beene amnghts people of great power and 
auct9-ity, emiping among the reſt this ſole continued Monar- 
ch\:denſed vppona time with others, treaſonably to con: 
lpireagainft the Duke, and in fo2ctble manner vppon a (o- 
daine to flea him, 

The1 atter thereoflong debatcd inhis own conceipe, hee 
communicates at the laſt to the credite and affiance of bis Se- 

cretorie requiring his {ecrecie, counſaile and furſherannce in 
er 2c!tlo'; of thecauſtc, The Secretory amazed at the mon» 
ſirous p2etence,andmiſiking vite:ly the ctreumſtaunce of the 
ſame, craucd {caue at the firit to thinke vpon the cauſe, after 
al ittle fime giuen, returned again bnto h!is Lozd. vuto whom 
vatoiding tn reuerend manner the weight of the purpoſe by 
him concetued, the admittaunce at the firſt of the Duke in'o 
that ſtate, by bis 9whe conſent and wozd giuen, the oath by 
btm taken fo2 his matntenaunce, that he was nowno vſurper 
vbyz01 them, but their [2wfull J9zince tn ſucceſſion, that to 
banercifed when time waz, migh* haue ſcencdrollerable, 
[1t now could it not appe-re but ctitl, freing they were boutd 
to obay H:m.the hatcfull iniſtike currmoze of all honeſt winds 
attrizutedtg trca'on, the imuſticeo: the action, the impoſſt» 
bility to effect it, the power of the Duke (o revenge it, and 
cenics 
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conſequently the very arme of God that alwates foz che moſt 
part ſtoode againſt it, all which arguments being moſt vehe« 
mentip by him cnfozcev, hee therewith in the end ſo well (atife 
ficd the mtude of his Lozd both then and eucr after,as thence: 
fozth bvecomming alwates as faithfull as incirely favoured of 
the Duke, his pcares and fidclity happely ended with great 
hono? at the time appointed together. 

That ſhould I lade this diſcourſe with numbzed cxamples 
bnto pou, of che greae eſtimate and regard of tho'e, who to 
keepe their faiths inutolable 1nto their Lozds, have ſome of 
them beene ſo icalous of their honours, as fo2 the ſafegard 
thereof, haue bygreat aduiſcment made a voluntary aducn- 
ture oftheir deareſt lines, ſome againe with great loue and 
fauonr entertained and reputcd of by their Paiſters,not able 
inthcir ſeruices as they thought, during their life times ſuf- 
ficiently tg compenle the lone & eſpcciall zeale thep bare vnto 
their Donozs, haue afterwards vnto their childzen being in 
great diſgrace with the ſtate pzcſcnt,fo fully effected the ſruits 
oftbeir wel wiſhingzas that by the tender accompt,reuerence, 
and {opaltp to them p2opo3cd, they haue right well declarey 
thatnotvnoto times alone of cllate and fo2xtune, when littlerc* 
gard of ſuch chings might be at their hantzeserpected, their 
virtues haue beene linmitted , but chie:ely in extremicy and 
times of want, wherein their ſvndzp fraitions, haune beene in 
moſt aboundant manner ſupplicd . Others l:kcwile charged 
on the dea:h bed with the ſecret affaires oftheir L tobe kept, 
{n ſpeciall carc and reckonning, from the knowledge of othcr 
men ,could not by ſuſpition of giftes, thieatnings, oz other 
large offers what ſo eucr, be lo farre coxrup:ed, (as whenthe 
dead was quite paſſed # gene out of che wozld, whereby th: p 
1xdednot atallto hauc dottted)they wou-d pet be le» inthe 
leaſt iote of all, to defraud the truſt inthem repoſed, but haus 
kept the {ane inuiolabietotheir vndoutyted commendacts,and 
further eucreal: a*tcrward of go:d iiking to a fa.re gre atcr 
credite. 

Tifinite are the rememb2aniices that of theſe and ſuck like 
actions arc and hane beck vaily recopÞPcd, the multicute whers 
of fo; bzcuttie I doe omit, Contenting my iclte that of thele 
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two ciefe and p2incipall matters of ſernice, A hane chus far- 
foorth aireadyſo ſufficiently debated. Leauing therfoze whats 
eile tobe conſidered to the knowen ability ofothers, Þ pzoceed 
bnto thenert part, that in the continuance of this diſcourſe 
was at the firſt intended. Audfo2 ſo much as the exerciſe of 
theſe and ſuch like pecultar virtues and qualities, appertay- 
neth not as Jhaue ſomething befoze mencioned vnto men that 
are ofmeane ſptrite, to ſuch as benaturally touched with any 
bad 02 vile coercement, capacities p be fuſenſible 02 ignozant, 
ſuch as haue want of education, 82 whole demeanours are tg 
virtue wholly inſufficient : Let vs yet moze particularly ſee 
what manner a one he ought to begin each eſtate,degree,quali- 
ty, & condition, that tothe wozthineſle and reputation hereof, 
ſecmech amanmeeteſt and moſt allowable to be cholcn, 

Fo? the ſozting out whereof,and the better to find our Se. 
cretoric,as neere as either map be geſſed, 02 framed, ſuch and 
none other in d&de , as in true andperfect meaning he is 02 
ounht to be adjudged, we will define the ſeuerall conſiderations 
and reſpects of ſuch a one, in th2& ſpeciall popnts, ſoly and fully 
in thts place to be conſidered, 

The firſt ſhall be of the perſon, touching his regard and be« 
ing;the ſecond ofhis conuerſation and ozder of liuing: the third 
of his ſufficiencie, by ſkill, knowledge, and abilitie wherewith 
to diſcharge the place of his calling, Fozmerlp then touching 
the regard of his perſon, it is requiſite, that he be deſcended of 
honeſt family oz parents,the efficacie whereofconduceth not a 
little to the coniecture of a ſound and honeſt condition; that he 
haue alſo had gsod education, whereby the minde well diſpo- 
ſed is oftentimes framed to very god purpoſe, That he be of 
ſhape and countenance p2opo2ttonable to thoſe required vir- 
eues,fo:ſomuch as it common!y enſueth,that Nature in p2odu- 
cing of all her creatures,wozketh tn them effeas anſwerable ts 
their ſenerall conftitutiens,as to flowers ofmoſt exquiſite p20« 
po2tion,ſhe giueth the moſt excellent ſauour : the dogge is not 
ſhaped like the lion,no2 the cutre as the ſpaniell: the Rennet 
tree is not as the Crabbe ſkocke, the one bearing anapple,hol- 
ſome, delicate and pleaſing , whenit commeth to bee taſted: 
the other puffing fozth ofthe knures,uo other then the ſappe of 
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Ueriuice, when the beſt of it is inioped, 

Bp the countenance we doe further alſo tudge of the quali» 
ties and diſpoſitzon of men, inſomuch as the verp markes of fas 
uour haue uot to many judgements app2oued weake diſcouce 
rers of ſome peoples good az vntoward conditions, we haue 
likewiſe in evident teſtimonie, that il[ diſpoſed nature confir- 
med bp cuſtome, ſeldome degenerates from the kinde, epther 
whence it is ſpzong , 02 wherein it hath long time beenenous 


riſhed. 


To mankinde there happeneth in the bodie many defozmt- 
ties, which ariſing not by defect of Nature, ſo much as by ill 
vſage of thoſe, who haue had charge oter them, cannot bee as 
mended, but being pzoduced by Nature, doe poztende ſome one 
o2 other notable inconuenience: To beavtifie ſuch a ſhape with 
virtuous and honoured actions, is vndoubtedlp pzapſe wozthy, 
butto acco2d vnto fapze lineaments , po2traied with exquiſite 
and daintie fauour,a minde cozrupt, baſe, wzetched , and vile, 
that of all others is the moſt greateſt and noted defo2mitie, 

Diogenes being of one paſſing by, rebuked of his pzepoſte- 
rous ſhape, and hard kinde of fauour, anſwered 2: JF with mp 
virrues doc ornific my ſhape, butthou with thy lewdncſle 
diſgraceſtthy fauour. 

Touching the judgement of nature , by the outward face, 
manp things might be alledged that diverflp haue bene decer* 
ned, the matter whereofugding (mall pzofe, moze then our 
vwne common experience, J ſurceaſe to debate vpon,ſeing my 
meaning is, but out of ſundzie apparances todzaw foozth the 
greateſt ikelfhod, andthence to repoſe a foundation conſonant 
to the module 02 compaſſe of this mp p2eſent intendment.Dn- 
Ip let this be laid downe fot a certaine, that the fineſt wax,retc4: 
neth the fap2eſt figure, the pureſt metcal the byigheeft.coloz,the 
damaſke Roſe the ſwerteſt ſauour, and the moſt pltable part of 
Virtue, is foz the better part planted, in the moſt p2opoztio- 
nate feature, 

This being then ſufficiently ſpcken of the perſon , let vs 
now go to the Conucrſation. This Converſationſemeth vn« 
tome inthe popnts, 02 eſpecial notes £o be conſidered , chat 
is,in the Qualitie, Diſpoſition,and Order of companie. = 
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ching his Qualicic,it is requ:ſite that firſt and abone all other, 
he bea mantequeſtred from all kind of p2ive , arrogancie, 02 
vaine concepuing ofhimſelfe,fo2 that the infection of theſe, are 
Ceppes vnto all maner of diſozder,concempt,malice, and p2e- 
ſumption whatſocucr, chat he be not litigious in argument, as 
one vataly giuen tocontend,that he be no o2dinarie ſcoffer, 02 
frinolous deluder of oth?x mens ſpeches,neſtures, reaſons,02 
conditions, thathe be no quarreller,lewde ſpeaker, p2iute car- 
per, flaunderer,o2 ſiniſter backbiter of other mens actions, 02 
lawbable endeuours:but contrary hereunto, that he be in ſpeech 
gencle,in geſture friendlp,in lukes familiargin talke courteous, 
in argument not obſkttuate,but giuing place to better opinions, 
that gladly of euerp one he doe ſuppoſe the beſt, be readie to cx» 
cuſe infirmities, aud to (alue imperfections; that in teaſting he 
become not avother Democritus, 02 in carping a Zoilus, that 
bis tongue, ele, and thoughts ,be indifferent{y framed to tudge 
fru:y and vupartially ofeuery one,that of all chings he abhozre 
p2tuate quarrels,and open contentions, and as the rockes of 
Scylla,do eſchue of any one abſent ſiniſterlp to ſpeake,o2 other- 
wiſe to infozme agapnſt them, foz that in theſe qualities & con- 
ditions p2operlp, each one carrieth a decernment of that, which 
ncerelſt appertaineth toa Gentleman, 

Now touching his d:{poſition , it is exacted at his hands, 
that he be not a mangluttonous, 02 that he bee noc ouermuch 
{ubtect to dzinking,fo2 d2unkennes ouercommeth the minde, 
bulleth the memo2y, enfeeblech the wittes, maketh a man 
fozgetfull of himfeife, the reputatiou he beareth,and the com- 
pany whereiti he ſittcth : Wine, ſapth O-»:4, is the diſcoucrer 
of ſecrets, and maketh a man often conmit that which after« 
wards turneth to his great p2eiudice, fn wine the regardofa 
mans ſcife, and likewiſe all others vaniſheth , the reipect of 
his cr:dit alſo atv place wherein hee ſcructh: a man giuen 
much to wine, haty no maſtery otter himſelfe,and is not co be 
trued with matters that be impoztant: ainan falkattue and 
one gtuen to wine are both likened in diſpoſifion,fo2 in the one 
the tregch of the liquo? enfo2ceth to ſpeak wha: he ought not, 

and ta the othcr the volubilitie of the tonane,qinethvtterance 
maiy tim:8to what i ſhould n.t Speech ſapth the wiſe man, 
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is athingnaturally given to cuery man, but hee that ove» 
reth his wozds by diſcretion ſeeth the wap to wiſdome. 

Mhis virtue ofozdering and keeping the tongue , is buto 
our Secretorie not the lealt of many other popnts wherewith 
he ought eſpecially co be charged, in him that is diſpoſed ro 
ſpeakemuch , it caunot but enlue that his often babling muſt 
needs at one time 02 other, gtine p2oofe tha: he hath in himſelfe 
as little Secrecie as Silence. To pzeuent this inconucnience, 
wiſe men haue obſeruedin nature a moſt notable and lingular 
Providence, who to the intent that men by her verp inltigatis 
on, might be commended to Silence, hath giuen vato vs two 
earestoheare, and an attentine conceipt, whereby generally 
to debate,4 conſider of all things,and but one mouth to ſpeak, 
giumg vs intelkimoniethereby,that we ought co heare much, 
to know much, to vnderſtand murh,and toſpeake but alittle, 
Boſlides,that checongue wherby deltucrance is made,ſhe hath 
firſtcloſed in with our teeth, and them couercd agatne wich 
otrlippes , fozewarning ſtill thereby, that nothing ought 


thence to be diſcouered in haſte, no2 without eſpeciall regard, -- 


and diſtrict adutſement, Fo this cauſe alſo, Diſcreet Nature, 
after wehaue once receiueo into our eares the ſouad of any 
thing, the cheace p2eferreth it immediatly vato the mind,and 
thence tothe hearecto be cenſured o2conſivered vpon, and laſt 
of all vnto the Tongue, to whole lot, as laſt of theſe , it befal- 
leth co be partaker of it, ſo ought it from thence carefully, and 
not without efpectall cauſe to be delivered, 

# 'The Dwiane Philoſopher fozeſecinginman, the manifolde 
diſcommodities oftentimes enſuing by looſnes of the tongue, 
where all others were teachers to ſpeak w. ll, hee onely taught 
his Tchollers to vſeilence,tudging thereby,that the virtue of 
the tongue conſiſted not lolp in ſpeaking”. but how 02 by what 
occaſionto vie the ſame,# bnderſtanding firſt how to reſtraine 
the thing, that of it ſelfe was plyable enaugh co bee ved with- 
out meaſure, they might eaſilier finde meane afterward ts 
ſpeak oftentimes to good purpole,and not toaccuſtome then: 
ſelues as they did befoze, topattle without ozder 02 any good 
02 reaſon:ble part belonging to diſcretion, 


Fo2 this cauſe Silence , asthe firſt guarve of al affapzes, 
T being 
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being either ſecret 02 impoztant,is/vato men ſeriouſly occup- 
cd, 02 employed inthe ſame )directly to be commended: Which 
maner of Silence, as it fullp inſtructeth incauſcs ſerious and 
of wayght toſpeaknothing moze then needeth, ſoconueyeth it 
8!ſo into the reſidue of our behauiours, a modeſt and chopce 
kindofgouernment,in alactions whatſoeuerzeither of qucſti#. 
02 argument, to be with dilcretion purſued. 

How much it umpozteth vnto our Secretorie, to haue notice 
ofthe true and perfect vſe hereof, who abouc all others,ought 
rightly coknow and decerne,how, where,when, what, ald to 
whome he eucht to ſpeake,and when and wherein, to be like« 
wiſe fllent : it may by the reaſons afozelapd be ſufficiently col- 
lected. Noz ought his ſpecch in troth to be ſo 0zdinary as other 
mens,who foz the moſt part limit chemſelurcs, neither to time, 
place,occaſion,o2 company,but far otherwiſe. Fozin him, it 
reſtcth p2incipally to avuert and conlider;that himlelle is but 
thecloſet, wherof another hath both the key,vſe, and comman- 
dement,that he ought herein to bee as a thicke plated dovzes 
where thzough , without extraozdinary violence no man map 
enter, but by the ſock. And the lock which is the tongue, to be 
ofſuch efficacie,as whereofno counterfeyt key ſþould be able 
to make a b)eath,without the ſelfe ſame inſtrument that by the 
directo} therof,is alwapes tobe caryed, By reaſon wherof, he 
is ofincere truſt and fidelitie in him repoſed, to become watp 
of his wates,and to take the courſe needfull,whereby the leaſt 
occaſion of bzeach hereof may pzeciſely be auopdeds 

Duer and bcſives all this,it hall further apperfain tothe 
diſpoſitton ofthis our Secretorie, that in ſhewing himſeife af- 
fable to all,he doe not either by reaſon of his birth,qualitic,o2 
eſtimate that he hath ofhis L. oz Paſter, goe about to;abuſe 
0) wilt the ſimplicitpof any one to a bad end 0} purpoſe , but 
rather enfozce hunſclfe glavlp co vndcrſtand the ſutes of the 
meaneſt, and to gtiue them ayde and furtherance to his vttets 
moſt : herein ſhall he nota little aduance the honour of his Lz 
o2 Paſter, inpjeferring the juſt and lawfull petittons o2 com» 
plapats of the paoze,4 in helping them co the ſpeedp diſpatch 
of that, wherewith by reaſon of their implicitie, thepoften- 
times are greatly eucombyed, Jt behoueth allo ſo m— in 
im 
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him is, that hee anopde all kinde of intemperancy either of 
choler oz too much fury, that he diſpoſe not himlelfe to vile 
and bnbeſeemiug termes of baſcncs 82 ſurquedzp,that he with 
tbe two extreames of couetouſnes and p2odigality be not tots 
ched, chat naturally bs doe incline to good, and hate the bad» 
nes of any, that he abhozre flatterp asatoad, and giue him» 
ſelfe of anp particular action either to be vtrerly lilent, o2 ciſe 
to ſpeake truly, 

L aſt{p now touching the third point of theſe th2ee, conſiſt» 
ingin ozder, .appertaining to companie, Neecdfull it is that 
our Secretory haue in ſpectall remembzaunce , the auncient 
ſaying that common experience giueth to allmen foz appzo» 
ued, which is, that Such as a man of himſclfe is, ſuch alwaics 
arcthey with whom he conuerſeth. 

If therefoze of his owne mind and diſpoſition a man ende- 
uoureth to bee good, and ſo toliue andbe accoumpted of, him 
then beſeemeth chiefly co hane reſpectto the company hee hole 
deth. Foz which occaſion, the Philoſopher aduiſeth, that 
menbeing good, do chooſe to haue fanuliartity with thoſe that 
are beft, to che intent thacbytheſociety of them, their Vir- 
rue may haue increaſe, and them ſelues learne co become bet- 
ter. The cozruption of young men, by nothing ſo much ac: 
crueth, as by the lender reſpect chey haue of thoſe with whom 
they doe accompany, fo? chat it reſteth aſſuredly out of doubt, 
that the euill example and encquragement, of one vile and ill 
diſpoſed perſon, hurteth moze a great deale ofcen timcs in ne 
dayes company keeping, then ſeucn pearcs endeaour after. 
wardes, may releaſe by any good inſtruction. Þcrein alſo the 
rather reſteth vnto our Secretory a molt p2incipall regary 
thereoftobe had, fo2 ſo much as not the conuerſation alone, 
whereinhe tschoilely co be affected, dependeth thereuppon, 
but the matter alſo ofhis ouerchzow and diſcredite, foz who 
ſeeth notinoften apparaunce,that men ſimply conceipted, and 
oftheir owne pzoper inſtinct very well giuen, are moze dif- 
credited and condemned manp timcs, by occaſion ofthe compa- 
ny wherinto they haue aduentured, then of any apparaut euil 
that intheir owne perſons reſted publiquelp to be decerned, 

, T2 Hercun- 
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Hercunto accopveth the p2oofe of alcommon ſoeſety, whey 
in men onely of thoſe that know them are iudged asthep bee, 
but in generall reckonning,are cucr cenſured accozding tothe 
Koodneſle o2 badneſle of thoſe, with whome they line familtar» 
ly . Ttfolloweth therefoze , that Who ſo will nocuill. doe, 
mult doe noughte that longs thereto, fo2 in good menit is not * 
alwapes inough ofthemſelues wittingly not cohaue commits 
fcd any euill action, but he that deſireth to be goob in deede, 
ought not ſo much as to become any occaſion oz launder at all 
of euill. Jf men would but thzoughly enter intsthe weight of 
their eſtats, & truely conſider with themſeknes what ofduety 
appertayneth to very Reputation in deede, they wbuly not 
thenthinke it fnough to be in this credit,o2that place,oz thus 
cotuntenaunced, o2 that way enriched, arming themſelnes'ons 
iy thereby with vaine glozions ticles , but therewith woulve 
alſo deepelp impzint,;that them likewiſe behooued.by certaine 
eſpectall inſight had into their owne-wayes , (oto ozber any 
direct themſelues, as thereby deferuedly, to brare the (elfe 
ſame accoumpt wholly and vnblemifhed, which cannot anp 
wayes be withautm all. their outward and inward actions, 
they noe carry aneſpcctalleye to thomatter; of their:gwne cree 
vice; Ano what one thing. ts there tn the wozld(to him thar by 
friedearecsof Vircue endetoureth co:be aduatinced ) moe 
chary,then the accompt #£ſtimat had of his name andfame*% 
Eihat one goodmoze exceeding, nay whit lifecan be moze 
Mecious+ Much cherefoze oughtthe vilcretion hereof been 
choite as that which as an action moſt ingufar, Þ haue invs 
Fed fitte to be expoſed 'vnto our Secretory. 

Ditherto hane we endeuoureo in perſon and behaniour to 
finv a man meete and conuenient to the purpoſe hereof,wher» 
in tmp intent hath becne not to omitte any thing which to that 
place andcalling might anp waies bee adiudged neccſſary» 
J2ow the circumſtance of theſe pzoceedings leadcth vs next 
to conſiver of our Secretorics abllitte, 

Tn this conſi>era:ton, it falleth out, that fo2 as much as 
his Ottice and place, calleth him altogether, o2fo2 the moſt 
part to the handling of deepe and waighcy affaires, wherein 
his capacity ſhall ſundzy wapes be exerciſed, and his wittes 
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thioughly tried, he therefore be furniſhed with Skill & Know-= 
ledge accopdingly, whereby the better co be adapted, bntothe 
o2dinary bſage and employinent thereof, To this end it beho-» 
ueth thathe be well ſtudied , eſpecially in the Lacine tougue, 
It is likewiſe conuenient that herewithalthe hauea ripe and 
quicke conceipt, aptly to recetue, what on a:ſodaine ſhall bee 
tohim delivered, and that he retaine with himſelfe aſound 
ood memozy, fo2 the conſernation ofthoſe thinges, that vnto 
bis charge ſhaldaily be committed, Pe ought fo2 his own fur* 
niture and inftruction, tobe a man:notalcogether vaexperien- 
ced, to:'be well languaged, to be ſyfficientipred mHiſtorics 
and Antiquiticsof ctmes paſſed, to hane notice both by rea» 
ding aud confereuce, of the ſcituations,'cuſtomes,manners, 
and conditions of men, citties, countries, # common weales, 
to haue familiarity with traungers, and menof divers nati» 
opss whereby the better. to be aſſertapned of thar humozs, bee 
bauiours, and diſpoſitions, and wiſelp co wotke vnto him- 
lelfe a peculiar inght intotheireſtates, counſels, and juriſ: 
dictious, being therewithall wary that this aſſociation, with 
ſuch kinde of people, wozke not unto himlelfe, oz the affaires 
wherewf be al be credited anp matter af p2ciudice. 
.+ \Now:t;ig4 matter often ſeen, and in cominon vie aimoft 
to. be fquny, that a great many men otherwiſe diſcrete, lear» 
ned, expcrienced, and foz their ſeuerall catlings queſtionles of 
verpgood deliucery,and geucry way £o be deemed \nftic:ent, 
ſome alſo that in the Greeke and Latine tongues are very wel 
Rudied, @ are alſo with the vſe of fozraine languages {audably 
{nduedg th3tnot withſfanding have-not in themſelnes the fa» 
culty and ve of well wiiting, no2 can ozderly aud vppon a (6- 
datne lap downe without much adoe, and that many times at» 
ſo inverp pepoſterous manner when it is done, what to any 
extraozdinary purpoſe ſec meth to be thought meete and conucs 
nient. Some againe in whom there is lefſe Sk1ll, greater 1g- 
noraynce of learned knowledge, and farte.meancr applicatt- 
on euerp way, wherewith co be enabled with ſufficicuey, haue 
neverthcleſfe a conceipe ſo rife, and are in wit ſo pzempt and 
capablc ofanp thing lapd befoze —_—_ by and by there wan- 
; teth 
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te:hnot; (though intruth when chep hane done, they carr not 
learnedlp aunſwere fo2 it) neither invention no} imitation 
wherewith in very commendable ſozt co perfozme what them 
ſeemeth g9od on a ſodaine to deliuer in wiiting. 

Ulhat ould be the cauſe hercof, Jeannot elfe deeme,but 
onelyaineer infince of Nature,: who! ſeuerallypoureth her 
Ciftes tn cherr creation vato every one, wherewnto others(cx- 
empted from that p2opo2tion ) doe ſeldome by any Are oz Stu- 
dy reach vnto, pet is Exerciſe no doubt in thole that haue any 
ſauour of learning, hereunto a great furtheraunce: But hee 
that in this place muſt be applied, how learned ſo eucr ho be, 
mut alittle give place vnto his Scholes, and frame his penne 
and ozder of pzactiſe to purſue that forme of wtting, which 
playneſt meaning and apteſt ſpecch, hath in commonreliuery, 
the endeuour whereof how difficule the ſame will be, to one 
being rife.in diſcourſe, mp ſelfhaue had ſome patuate eeffimoe 
ny , notwithſtanding V ſcand continuall Prat iſe J know; is 
that which in time ouermaſtereth al thinges. 

To beautifying thf of this part ofour Secretory,it is neede 
full thac be be ſomewhat therein ayded and furthered by Na- 
eure,tothe intent his Invention to enery ſeueral occaſion, map 
be the mote calie and pzoper, and chat without any often blur- 
ring 02 interlining, which commoulp happeneth to thoſe, in 
whome long (udp, ſeemeth ſo hardly to hew out their labo)s, 
as if by a maner oz kinde ofenfozcement, the fame from a hary 
rocke were violently to bce dzawen fo2th and caried, which 
Bluntnes as J may terme itof Conceipt; (snotinthis part of 
ſeruice (nany wiſets be admitccd, Neieher am I foz all this 
ignozaunt, how manifoldly it ofcen defalleth vnto dinerſe the 
readieſt wits, that at ſome one time mote thenat another,thep 
baue leſle abilityc, and much harder is their deliuerp a great 
deale , (nmatters cxquilite to bee perfozned , then vſually o- 
therwiſets by ojvinary triall vato them accuſtomed : the occa» 
ſions whereof,may be diuers, whereby the ſenſes are many 
wapesdulled,as by foo much replection of meats and dzinkes, 
ercclſiuely taken, by too great ſtudy andoften muſing, dziuing 
therby into a melaticholp paſſion,by motions too — 
appe- 
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happening vnto the minde : and finatly vpan ſundzy other in» 
ftincts and occaſions, which Jl ceaſe to remember , all which 
being offenſiue as thep are, bntothe neceſſary regard of this 
our Secretories attendance, it tandeth him greatly vppon by 
all poſſible meanes to repzeſſe them,to the end that his wittes 
being as neere as by endeuour can be compaſſed; alwayes in 
one ſelfe tay and readynes, he map not in times-fovainly re- 
quiring eXectuall and pzeſent diſpatch,appeare any wayes difſ- 
furntſhedof that which at his hands, is and muſt of neceſſitie 
in this place be required. ” 

At ts not then learning alone (as pou fee ) that is able te 
make a man mete to this kinde of pzaciſe and ſtudie , but nas 
turallp to be beſives indued both with Sence, Wit, and Mc» 
morie, wherewith to lead and conuep thoſe neceſſarie euents, 
that in his place are daplp to be frequentep, & therwith to haue 
likewiſe care and regard, with modeſt and diſcreete maners E 
behauiours,to pzeſerue and kepethe ſame fozces, wherebp he 
ap be the moze readily pzouided (as A ſapdbefoze):- foz all 
times and purpoſes, Neuertheleſſe, how much n&dfull it is to 
that place moze then ozdinarilp to be learned, pea with the 
greateſt abilicie and perfection (if it were poſſible) co be alſo 
every way adbzned, Jhaue already ſuffictencly laid downe be- 
faze hand, and ſt11i po pzopoſe che weight thereof,as areſpea as 
mongſt others to be nioft eſpecially imbzaced, 

An this maner haue we bp ſundzie degrees endevoured to 
lead along our Secretorie vinto his appopnted Place and Of- 
fice, wherein we haue firſt diſcourſed largely of the function he 
deareth, reſpeciuelp touching his ſcruice 3 next toframe him 
both in Perſon, Birth,Education, Qualitie, Diſpoſition, Con- 
werſation,and Abilitic,a man mete to} that purpoſe, Jt now 
refteth, that as the finall determinationof this labour we deli- 
ner vato him his Dffice, Ofthis then the parte eſpeciall,avd 
intendment mofft pzineipall ; conſiſteth, (as by experience is 
found)in þ vſe and exerciſe ofthe Pen,the Wit,and Invention, 
togechers, The abilitie ſo exaglp befoze required, and diſcours 
ſed vpon,is herein now tobe put in pzoofe and pxecized, To 
the execution ofthis Dffice, it is requiſite the Secretorie br 
foz the perfection of his hand , in the varietie and neate deliue- 
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rizofhislettersInwiiting, ſingularly'tobe commended, that 
be hane with himfetfe alſotheretn a verte readie vſe,quicke, and 
ſp&dp conuepance fo1 diſpatch, that warely he giue heed to obs 
ferue the Order, Method and Forme to hit from his Lozy 
82 maſter deliueteve fo2aſmuch as in diſcharge hereof,he is vt- 
terlp to relinquilh anp affecation tohis own doings, 02 leaning 
herein to anp pzivatEiuvgement-o2 fantaſie, {Þis pen in this 
action is ndt his owne, but atiothers,and fo) this cauſe the mat: 
ters to him-committed , are to depend vpon the humoz of his 
commaunder,and vpon none others, - 

- | Hereof1s he exceedingly to become tudious , and a zealous 
immitato} in all things, tothe intentthac knowing the affects 
of his Lo2d,wich what ends and purpoſes they are caried, and 
bnto what fozme and maner of wiiting he is eſpeciallp addicted, 
he may the moze caſj{y, and with better contentment diſcharge 
that-part ofhis ſeruice,whern by continaall occurrents he (hal 
haue occaliondaply to be employed, - '!. 

Des inperfo2manee ofthis charge,tobe a man watchfull, 
diligent, carefull, induſtrious, not giten to eaſe,toauopd all ocs 
caſtons of ſlonth,to the env(as J ſapd befoze) by coutinuall exs 
erciſeofhis wies, toretaine his ſpirits, apt, and his memozie 
freſi;, F062 Idlenefle of it Celfe ts the pzoper nouriſhment of ma« 
nieothereuils ; the hinderer of each good purpoſe, & the defoz« 
med monſter of all humaine exerciſes, TWhileſt Idlencſle atta« 
cheth the bodp, i ciueth ſcope to ill thoughts , occaſtoneth dil: 
temper, maketh vnweeldie to labour, bzedech weariſomnes of 
bertuovs exerciſe, entiſeth to vanities, roprupteth with pleas» 
ſures, and foveth a man with trifles. Jftherefoze there ſhall be 
any t{me vacant of affapzes' vnto our Secretorie, (as all ſea: 
ſons arenot alike wherein fill cobeoccupted) che ſame ſhall he 
dcuiſe,either in pleaſant recreation tobe ſpent, 02 in ſome other 
honeſt exerciſe 03 fudie,- wherein whatſoeuer is not impzoper 
vuto a Gentleman,ſhall be ro him in eſpeciall choſe, and as an 
acton fitreſt of all others to be recepued, 

His office is likewiſe, to intertaine all maner of ſuters, vnto 
his Lo2d,to conceive aud vaderſtand of their fenerall occaſions, 
and how much , ozhow little, they 02 any of them do impozts 


to anſwere the diſpatch ofthe greateſt with as much ——_— 
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he map, and thoſe of [eſſe moment with diſcretion to rettaue, 
and put abacke,to the end che waikes andpaſtages of his Lo:d 
be not with the vaine and frivolous vemeanours of foab pcos 
pleto ofcen incombyed, 

He ought alſo to have regard to times ard places content» 
ent,whcrein to moue hts Lozd vpon anp ſpeciall oz v2gent oc- 
calton , 02 in which he 1s to pzeferre vaco his p2cſence 02 hea: 
ring.the perſon 92 cauſe of any ove, To ſe that the ſame return 
not offenſive vnto his p2tuate [iking,that the furtherance there- 
of benot in tames when he 1s ſol di\poſcd to particular ſtudies, 
82 that he is otherwiſe buied in matcers of eſtate 02 counſell, 
To conſider firſt of the qualicte ofeuery ſute, and condition of 
thepartie as nere as he may be entozmed, cre he take vpon him 
£0 acquaint his Lo2d wich the parts thereof, and accozvingip if 
be (& cauſe in his owne perſon to anſwere the ſame : fo? it is not 
ſemely be ſhould tcouble his Lo2d vpon euerp light 02 ill be- 
ſ@ming ſuggeſtion, To becircumſpec inthe diſpatch ofeuery 
Ching to him deliuered, and in matters ofwaight and charge,to 
be alſo pzouident and warte, hedfally intending to the ſafe diſs 
poſing of whatſoeuer requiſite, from the epes 02 knowledge of 
anp other, whercunto none ſo much as himſelfe ought to be« 
come pziute, 

Þe is likewiſe to auopd all maner of delapes, andnot to ac- 
cuſtomehimſclfe tn any wiſe vnto negligence, fo2 chat the vſe 
bereofin ouerſlipping of (mall erifles,induceth many times, to 
p2etermit things of larger circumſtance , and of tarre greater 
moment, Jt ſandeth him vpon 1n the exerciſe ofthis his office, 
tobe alwayes as neare and as readp as map be, in his ozvina- 
ry attendaunce, fo: ſo much as beingvppona ſovaine to bee 
vſed,it 1s needfull he be alwapes at hand, and is intended that 
his abſence cannot therefoze anp long time be ſpared. Jin con: 
cluſton, it is meeteſt m all things, that ſo farre foo2th he be ad» 
diaed vnto his pzeſent ſeruice , as that in reſpeo thercofhe te- 
come vtterly (ſequeſred from all priate regard 02 affenion of 
anp thing,ſounding to hts owne appetite. Finally, being a man 
fantoured 02 inty2elp repiced of in h!s office, he map not fo: any 
friendſhip , co2roption oz inftinct whatſoeuer, bp ayy finifter 
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p)actiſe,colour,o2 meanns, &o about to abuſe the countenance 
and credite to him giuen, by his Lozd oz Paſter, no couertlp 
thereby ſuggeſt,o2 info2me any thing, wherewith the good opl- 
non of himſelfe may afterwards be hazarded, 02 by the graunC 
02 aſſent ofhis Lo2d thereunto ciuen, there map tuſt cauſe a» 
crite, whereby thereaſter a great deale lefſe he may deſerueto be 
truſted, 

Jn theſe particularities haue J at laft concluded, and 
bzought to ende the ſumme of all mp fozmer tranaile, The Se- 
cretorie is now defined, by all reſpects, circumſtances, # in* 
ducements that map be, confirmed both in perſon and officez 
much hane J to require of the generall peruſers hereof, that J 
benot any wayes therein miſtaken , fo2 chat: paſſing immedi- 
atelp to the publique notice of al, there is no doubt but the very 
particularities thereof, ſhali ſpeedily therewith be cenſured of 
all, Pyrequeſt is,that the ſkilfull and beſt experienced, will 
of their owne ood conditions, not otherwiſe miſdeeme there- 
of, then what in equall truth may be vnto them tendered, noz 
that the wiſe and diſcceetly minded will haue other conceyte of 
me,then as mp weake abilitie ſought herein at their hands to 
haue at the firſt deſerued, 

Touching any others leſſe able co ſpeake 02 niue ſen- 
tence in thecauſe,as mp will and deſire is fauourablie to be re: 
arded of ch? whole in general,ſo ifany one moe of ſelfe-liking 
then of Skill, will either carpe at, 02 peremptozilp reiect the la- 
bour by me vndertaken, let him firſt conſtver with himſelfe, 
how much eaſler it is to find fault with a thing by another al- 
readfe finiſhed and done, then fo2 himſelfe by pztuate endeuour 
fo accompliſh the like:ſo ſhall he find, that men at ail cimes ſee 
not into all things at once : and in p2oofe hereof become aſſt» 
red,that he,as J ſhall ſooner in the perfozmance of my labour, 
make our ſelues obtects of every common opinion, then with 
ſuch account to deftuer our trauatles, as that we map tande 
aſſertained of their owne deſerts, they ſhall be pleaſing to 
all men, 

And fozaſmnch as it reſteth yet a thingdoubtfull, how well 
02 euill, till the peruſing, this flender tcifle of mine map _ 
o02ts
